Science brought 
us concentrates, 
but can it also 
answer the 
ultimate ques¬ 
tions of indica 
vs. sativa ? 


A s a general rule, I never write the Editor’s Letter without get¬ 
ting substantially stoned first. On this particular occasion, I 
decided to do a dab. I’m not quite sure how I feel about dabs 
yet... even though I’ve been doing them nearly every day for 
the past three years. Still, the big question with dabs—as is 
also true with flowers—is whether to dab a sativa or an indica. 

This question is more significant when we’re talking about concentrates 
versus buds. Obviously, everything is way more amplified when it comes to 
concentrates—the potency, the flavor, and the effects of the high or stone. 

But what’s in a “high”? And why is a “stone” any different? 

Experienced stoners—or “cannasseurs,” as we like to call ourselves—know 
that when it comes to smoking marijuana, a “high” is most often associated 
with sativas, while a good “stone” comes on with the indicas. But as I sit here 
and take one more dab, I have to wonder just why exactly that is. Don’t you? 

When I first started smoking weed, finding the answer to this question 
was mainly guesswork and mostly for fun. We spun out weird notions in our 
dorm rooms, such as that indicas and sativas had different types of THC that 
affected you differently LOL ... different types of THC. Sound creative think¬ 
ing, for sure, but ultimately unfounded and incorrect. Years later, when the 
medical movement began, we found out about things like CBD and CBN, 
lesser-known cannabinoids that—we assumed—acted with THC in different 
ways to produce those varying effects. And while there was some substance 
behind this thinking, we later found out that this wasn’t quite true either—at 
least as far as the effects of indicas and sativas go. But we were getting closer. 

Last month, I embarked upon yet another quest for enlightenment on 
this subject, but I did not do a dab first. Instead, science and technology 
were the guiding principals and truth and real understanding were the 
goals. What did I find, you ask? Well, all you have to do is flip to page 73 to 
find out the answer(s). And what you read just might surprise you. 

However, I do recommend that you read “The Truth About Indicas & 
Sativas” twice. The first time, take it all in straight. And the second time? 
Have your dabs set out—one sativa and one indica—and feel the effects of 
more science.

Quaalude is a brand name for methaqualone, 
also known as “disco biscuits.” It had its heyday 
in the 1960s and ’70s, but manufacture of the 
substance was discontinued in the United States 
in the 1980s, mainly due to its widespread rec¬ 
reational use and psychological addictiveness. 
But methaqualone is still available in Canada by 
prescription, and abuse of the drug is still com¬ 
mon in South Africa.

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Battling for Pot on the Home Front 

Thanks to the “Cannabis Special Forces,” new commitment and energy 
are turning the tide for military veterans. By Michael Krawitz 


Those who support cannabis are legion, 
and their numbers are growing daily. 
They come from every demographic and 
every background. But the activism of 
military veterans in the pursuit of legal¬ 
ized cannabis lends a special credence to 
the battle. If those who have sacrificed 
their health—both physical and mental- 
in the defense of their country can cite 
the benefits of cannabis in relieving their 
pain, who would dare argue with them? 

US military veterans have always had a 
special relationship with cannabis. World 
War I vets were actually able to access it 
at their local pharmacies. The veterans of 


World War II, however, could not—and 
suffered the consequences. Vietnam vet¬ 
erans had enormous access to cannabis 
while serving; many continued their use 
after being discharged. Denis Peron, one 
of the main architects of Proposition 215, 
California’s historic 1996 medical mari¬ 
juana law, is a Vietnam veteran. Today, 
even Korean War vets are beginning to 
embrace cannabis for its efficacy in treat¬ 
ing post-traumatic stress disorder. 

Martin Chilcutt, a former Navy intel¬ 
ligence officer, has suffered from chronic 
PTSD, including bouts of anxiety, 
depression and anger, nightmares, and 


debilitating migraine headaches. Can¬ 
nabis helps alleviate them all, he says— 
as well as his arthritis. Chilcutt worked 
hard to get Colorado’s medical marijuana 
law passed in 2000, and he went on to 
found Veterans for Medical Marijuana 
Access in 2007. But the group’s efforts 
quickly stalled, because getting veter¬ 
ans’ service organizations to sign on to 
resolutions supporting access to medi¬ 
cal marijuana couldn’t be accomplished 
while those same service organizations 
refused to address the prohibition of can¬ 
nabis at the federal level. 

For many years, I worked inside the 
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The VA is being investigated for 
the over-prescription of drugs— 
ironic because, on average, med¬ 
ical cannabis reduces patients* 
use of these hard drugs. 
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system as a volunteer patient advo¬ 
cate and a medicinal-access activist. I 
joined with Chilcutt, and our combined 
efforts engaged the Department of Vet¬ 
erans Affairs. Our partnership yielded 
the first-ever VA-wide medical mari¬ 
juana policy in 2010, which was issued 
as a “pain-management directive; it was 
updated in 2011. It allows cannabis to be 
used by veterans without fear of reprisal 
if they live in states with medical canna¬ 
bis access programs. 

However, the policy also states that VA 
doctors are strictly prohibited from help¬ 
ing their patients participate in those 
state programs. It also reminds veterans 
that marijuana remains illegal at the fed¬ 
eral level and that federal police are on 
duty at VA facilities. 

Since 2010, veterans have formed 
something of a “Cannabis Special 
Forces,” working together nationwide to 
produce some outstanding results. The 
most pressing issue has been the addi¬ 
tion of PTSD as a qualifying condition 
for medical cannabis use. Seven states 
have approved the inclusion of PTSD; 
several others are considering it; and a 
few are fighting about it. Amazingly, Col¬ 
orado and Washington—both states that 
have now legalized recreational cannabis 
use by adults—have declined to include 


PTSD as a qualifying condition. (It’s a 
bit strange—and somewhat counterintu¬ 
itive—that we still have to keep fighting 
for medical access even after we legalize 
recreational use!) 

At long last, however, Congress has 
begun to address the issue. Representative 
Sam Farr (D-CA) created an amendment 
in 2013 to stop the VA from punishing 
doctors who recommend cannabis. Rep¬ 
resentative Earl Blumenauer (D-OR) took 
up the amendment and reworded it, and 
the revamped measure nearly passed in 
2014 by a record vote. As you read this 
article, veterans will again be asking Con¬ 
gress to pass this amendment into law. 

The VA has had its fair share of scan¬ 
dal lately, with poor patient care in some 
states leading to horrifying consequences. 
Prescription pharmaceutical drugs have 
often been at the center of these prob¬ 
lems. Ironically, the VA is being investi¬ 
gated for the over-prescription of such 


drugs—ironic because, on average, med¬ 
ical cannabis reduces patients’ use of 
these hard drugs. 

A new medical marijuana policy is 
now working its way through the VA 
system. As of May 2014, at our request, 
the old VA “pain contracts” have been 
replaced with an “informed consent” sys¬ 
tem. The policy still calls for drug test¬ 
ing, which is a waste of taxpayer dollars, 
exposes veterans to the fallout from false 
“positives,” and eliminates trust from the 
doctor-patient relationship. But despite 
these drawbacks, it’s another step for¬ 
ward in VApolicy—one that explicitly 
exempts veterans with a doctor’s recom¬ 
mendation for their medical marijuana 
use. In other words: definite progress.^

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Super sized Seizures of 2014 

The black market is alive and well-and there’s a lot of weed going to waste! By Mark Miller 



Tijuana, Mexico 

The border city of Tijuana 
has long been a key transit 
point for people smug¬ 
gling weed into San Diego, 
resulting in massive sei¬ 
zures. On May 1, Mexican 
police and military confis¬ 
cated 44 tons in Tijuana’s 
Granjas Familiares del 
Matamoros neighbor¬ 
hood. The load, intended 
for the US, was packaged 
in approximately 4,000 
bundles weighing about 
25 pounds each. No arrests 
were made. 



Preble County, Ohio 

In June, a U-Haul stopped 
by the Highway Patrol 
resulted in the second- 
largest pot bust in Buckeye 
State history. Neither of 
the men inside the vehicle, 
Mario Mendoza of Texas 
and Hector Olea-Castro 
of Tijuana, had a valid 
driver’s license, but they 
did have 84 bales of weed 
intended for sale in Ohio, 
weighing in at 2,330 
pounds and worth $11.6 
million. A drug dog sniffed 
out the evidence. 



Grundy County, 
Tennessee 

In July, a sheriff’s 
deputy out hunting rabbits 
stumbled across a massive 
outdoor grow. It turned 
out to be 37,000 plants 
total, watered by a reser¬ 
voir system and valued 
at $37 million, resulting 
in one of the largest pot 
seizures in state history. 
The local authorities 
decided to celebrate their 
good fortune by burning 
them in front of the county 
sheriff’s department. 



Polk County, Texas 

In July, in the tiny town of 
Goodrich, a deer hunter 
came upon a secret 
garden, a bit bigger than 
your average guerrilla 
grow. Authorities seized 
100,000 plants that had 
somehow escaped notice 
until then. Estimated value 
topped $175 million. One 
arrest was made, but cops 
said that the size of the 
grow op and its sophis¬ 
tication indicate that 
other people were likely 
involved. Duh. 



Seattle, Washington 

This item has a surprise 
twist, thanks to the state’s 
legalization law. In June, 
Seattle police confiscated 
2,663 plants—over 50 times 
the legal limit—along with 
86 pounds of dried weed 
from two residences and 
a warehouse, the largest 
seizure in the city’s history. 
But detectives busted no 
one, permitting growers 
to select the 45 plants and 
72 ounces of pot they were 
allowed to retain by law, 
courtesy of Initiative 502. 
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W/gft-steppin' 
with Tommy.

In a September interview with Sports Illustrated, superstar quar¬ 
terback Peyton Manning of the Denver Broncos implied that 
legal weed has increased sales at the 21 Papa John’s franchises 
he purchased in Colorado. 

Manning didn’t overtly mention cannabis, but he slyly noted: 
“Pizza business is pretty good out here, believe it or not, due 
to some recent law changes.” In fact, some of Manning’s pizza 
joints had sales spikes of $2,000 daily—that’s 60 pizzas sold 
every hour! 

Overall, Denver pizza sales are reportedly up 10 to 20 per¬ 
cent now that getting the munchies is legal. 


Dr. Drew’s Lies 

Dr. Drew Pinsky is host of the 
talk show Dr. Drew On Call on 
the HLN network. Too bad we 
can’t sue him for malpractice. 

Disregarding all established 
data about medical marijuana, 
“addictions specialist” Pinsky 
recently declared that can¬ 
nabis “acts like an opiate and 
causes severe addiction.” He 
also alleged that pot “affects 
the white matter of the brain, 
and for kids who start using 
marijuana when they are 12, or 
even younger, those bad conse¬ 
quences tend not to reverse.” 

To state that pot use is 
equal to opiate addiction is an 
outright he. Scores of medical 
and psychological studies 
have concluded that pot is 
non-addictive. 

This is just the latest 
instance of Pinsky’s anti¬ 
weed bias. In 2013, he even 
labeled medical marijuana a 
“sham.” Maybe the fact that 
Pinsky is compensated by 



anti-pot interests motivates 
his views. 

It wouldn’t be the hrst 
time. In 2012, he served as a 
paid shill for GlaxoSmithKline, 
receiving $275,000 to make 
positive statements about the 
antidepressant Wellbutrin on 
his show. The side effects of 
Wellbutrin SR include a very 
real risk of seizures. 

But the good Dr. Drew 
had no problem endorsing 
such a drug. Maybe if the pot 
industry paid Pinsky enough 
money, he’d shill for us, too. 
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China’s 

Drug War 

Did you know that China has a 
holiday celebrating the War on 
Drugs? Ironically, it’s the United 
Nations International Day Against 
Drug Abuse and Illicit Trafficking, 
which China observes by stepping 
up the arrest, prosecution and 
even execution of people suspected 
or convicted of drug crimes. The 
policy reflects the revved-up Drug 
War announced by People’s Repub¬ 
lic President Xi Jinping. Prior to 
the big day in June, Xi released a 
statement promising “forceful mea¬ 
sures” against users of illegal drugs. 

It wasn’t just empty rhetoric. 

In June, the Supreme People’s 
Court announced that drug-related 
convictions were up 27.8 percent 
compared with the first five months 
of 2013. In Beijing, drug arrests 
were up 35 percent between April 
and August of this year compared 
to last. Nearly 40,000 people in 
China were sentenced for drug 
offenses in the first five months of 
2014—and almost a quarter of those 
were given more than five years’ 
imprisonment or even a death 
sentence. 

The new policy targets a rise in 
experimentation by young people. 
Those under age 35 made up 75 
percent of China’s new drug users 
in 2013. 

The arrest of foreigners on drug- 
related charges was also up—over 
15 percent for the first half of 2014, 
with the majority of those arrested 
being African. Concern over an 
undisclosed number of Australians 
facing possible death sentences for 
possession of “significant quanti¬ 
ties” of drugs has prompted that 
country’s Department of Foreign 
Affairs to issue an official warn¬ 
ing to residents traveling to the 
People’s Republic. 

How real is the threat? In 
August, China executed two South 
Koreans for drug smuggling, while 
in the past five years, at least four 
people from Japan and one British 
man—the latter suffering from 
severe mental illness, his family 
insists, and possibly set up by Pol¬ 
ish drug traffickers—have been put 
to death on smuggling charges.

Saudis Crack Down on 
Yemeni Hash Pipeline 

Border patrols along 
Saudi Arabia’s rugged 
mountain frontier with 
Yemen report increasingly 
frequent interceptions 
of hashish, weapons and 
other contraband. Over a 
nine-month period ending 
in August, interceptions 
at the Najran border post 
alone netted four tons of 
hashish, as well as explo¬ 
sives, hand grenades, 
firearms and ammuni¬ 
tion. Some 250 smugglers 
and 25,000 “infiltrators” 
were also detained at the 
post, and several vehicles 
impounded. 

Border control is a 
growing concern in the 
Saudi kingdom, with wars 
raging both in Yemen to 
the south and Iraq to the 
north. Saudi authorities 
continue to investigate 
a mortar attack on the 
Jadida Arar post along the 
Iraqi border that occurred 
in early July. Late in the 
month, guards on the 
Jordanian border claimed 
to have confiscated almost 
a quarter of a million 
Captagon pills, as well 
as quantities of amphet¬ 
amine. 

With all eyes on the 
ISIS takeover of northern 
Iraq, civil war has been 
escalating in Yemen, and 
every faction in the multi¬ 
sided conflict is turning 
to the hashish trade— 
although this involves a 
greater degree of hypoc¬ 
risy for the jihadist forces, 



ISIS Burns Cannabis Fields in Syria 

The extremist group ISIS-now calling itself simply the “Islamic State”-has left a 
bloody trail of mass murder in its advance across large swaths of northern Syria 
and Iraq, slaughtering and enslaving Shiites, Christians and others deemed to be her¬ 
etics. So it’s hardly surprising that ISIS has also taken a tough line on cannabis: The 
group posted Internet footage in late August showing its militants burning cannabis 
fields in the Syrian governorate of Aleppo. The Syria Deeply blog, which supports the 
opposition to both ISIS and Syrian dictator Bashar al-Assad, notes that a cannabis 
economy has taken hold in the country’s rebel-held north over the past three years. 
The crop has become a key source of financing for a proliferation of armed groups 
now that nearly all other economic activity has been disrupted by the war. 

The blog reports from the Jabal al-Zawiya, a mountain range along the Turkish 
border. Once famous for its olives, the region is now growing cannabis almost exclu¬ 
sively. “We don’t have jobs anymore,” said a cannabis farmer named Ahmad. “We 
have no land, no trade, nothing. If it wasn’t for smuggling, we’d starve to death.” And 
now that ISIS is attempting to destroy their last economic lifeline, they just might....

StUl More Narcofosas 
Uncovered in Mexico 

Mexican authorities 
unearthed five recently 
buried bodies from a clan¬ 
destine grave in the rural 
pueblo of Mochicahui 
in Sinaloa state, officials 
announced on July 21— 
the latest in a long string 
of gruesome finds that the 
Mexican press has dubbed 
narcofosas, or “narco 
mass graves.” Sinaloa state 
prosecutors were tipped 
off to the gravesite by a 
local resident whose fam¬ 
ily member was among 
the disappeared. Peasants 
in the region are being 
terrorized by the Sinaloa 
Cartel, which makes a 
grisly example of those 
unwilling to cooperate in 



its drug-running opera¬ 
tions. 

In late June, a much 
bigger narcofosa was 
discovered in the munici¬ 
pality of Cosamaloapan 
in Veracruz state, with 
31 cadavers unearthed. 
The corpses were dis¬ 
played by authorities in 
a stadium in the state 
capital, Xalapa, where 
people whose loved ones 
had recently disappeared 
could attempt to identify 
the remains. The mass 
grave was said to be 
about six months old. 


Veracruz is the scene of a 
bloody turf war between 
the Gulf Cartel and its 
rogue paramilitary off¬ 
shoot, Los Zetas. 

The narco gangs prey 
on migrants passing 
through their turf, with 
a series of massacres 
carried out in Tamaulipas 
state, the Zetas’ heartland, 
just across the Rio Grande 
from Texas. The migrants 
presumably refused to 
serve as “mules” for the 
Zetas, and the massacres 
that have come to light 
thus far may represent 
only the tip of the prover¬ 
bial iceberg. 

Cartel Kingpin Prevails 
in Prison Hunger Strike 

Media reports in Mexico 
indicate that the notori¬ 
ous Sinaloa Cartel kingpin 
Joaquin Guzman Loera, 
a.k.a. “El Chapo”—who 



evaded authorities for 
over a decade before 
being captured earlier 
this year—claimed victory 
in a hunger strike at the 
top-security Altiplano 
prison at Almoloya de 
Juarez in Mexico state. El 
Chapo reportedly started 
the strike on July 16 with 
his fellow imprisoned 
kingpin, Edgar Valdez Vil¬ 
larreal, a.k.a. “La Barbie,” 
who had once been his 
comrade-in-arms but later 
became a bitter enemy 
after La Barbie defected 
to the rival Beltran-Leyva 
Cartel. The hunger strike 
spread rapidly throughout 
the prison, with at least 
1,000 other inmates join¬ 
ing in. The prison authori¬ 
ties quickly capitulated on 
some of the key demands. 
For example, prisoners 
will now be given new 
shoes and clothing, and 
they will be served more 
food (although of the 
same mediocre qual¬ 
ity). Inmates will also 
be allowed to purchase 
more items, such as toilet 
paper, from the prison 
store. And they’ll be 
allowed three attempts to 
make phone calls to their 
families; previously, if a 
call wasn’t connected or 
the line was busy, they 
had to wait nine days to 
try again. %r

In the 70-plus years since Albert 
Hofmann discovered LSD, 
psychedelic drugs have had their 
ups and downs, from valued 
therapeutic aids to mind-blowing 
party drugs and back again. But 
recreational use had its reper¬ 
cussions, with bad trips equal¬ 
ing horrific press, eventually 
landing many psychedelics in 
the dreaded Schedule I category 
of the Controlled Substances Act

Albini's Got the Rock M . and the Roll 

The man has mastered it all. By Mark Miller 


The laser-beam focus of Steve 
Albini is evident both in his 
role as the guitarist/vocalist 
of the minimalist yet pulver¬ 
izing rock trio Shellac (and, 
before that, the innovative 
Big Black) and his work as 
an engineer or producer on 
over 2,000 albums. (It should 
also be mentioned that he’s 
an avid and successful poker 
player.) We visited Albini 
over the summer at his 
famed analog studio Electri¬ 
cal Audio on Chicago’s North 
Side, where he showed off 
his masterful joint-rolling 
skills before sitting down to 
held our questions. 

How does Shellac’s new LP, 
Dude Incredible, compare to 
your previous releases? 

This record is no different 
than our other five albums. 
When we started [back in 
1992], our band established 
a core set of ideas we wanted 
to explore until we got tired 
of them. And we haven’t got¬ 
ten tired yet, which means 
our records are not going to 
be radically different from 


one album to the next. [Dude 
Incredible ] is us still run¬ 
ning the experiment that is 
Shellac, which is a means to 
express the creative impulse. 

What’s the difference between 
being in Shellac and working 
with other bands in the studio? 

When I’m an engineer on 
somebody else’s session, I 
don’t get too excited if I like 
[the music] or not. I’m not 
thinking, “Ska punk? It’s 2014 
... why are we doing this?” 

I try not to form an opinion 
about it at all; if you get lost 
in the music, then you’re not 
paying any attention to the 
technical side. But when I’m 
working on music for Shellac, 
I literally don’t think about 
the technical considerations 
at all—I want to experience it 
as a participant. 

You’ve said Shellac would 
always be a part-time 
endeavor. Does that inhibit 
connecting with your 
audience? 

Last night I was play¬ 
ing poker with a table full of 


Phish fans, and they were all 
talking about which Phish 
concerts were the greatest. 
While I see that experience 
as letting a group of people 
piss on you, I think that’s a 
very generous attitude for an 
audience—Phish should feel 
very gratified their audience 
is willing to give them that 
much leeway. Shellac is never 
going to have that relation¬ 
ship with our fans ... I’ll go so 
far as to say I envy Phish. 

Talk about producing Nirva¬ 
na’s final studio album, 1993’s 
In Utero. 

Initially, Nirvana was 
ecstatic, so I felt really good 
about the session. Over 
time, [music-industry] peo¬ 
ple around them created 
doubt about the record, and 
the band experimented with 
alternate mixes and chose 


some to use. And I’m fine 
with that: The record in the 
stores is the record Nirvana 
wanted you to hear—end of 
conversation. On the 20th- 
anniversary reissue [released 
in 2013], I saw the mastering 
through to the very end. The 
vinyl edition of the In Utero 
reissue is as good as I can 
make a record from a techni¬ 
cal standpoint. 

You rolled some tight joints 
during our photo shoot! Do 
you and/or the band use pot, 
creatively or otherwise? 

I haven’t smoked weed 
in a long time, but it was an 
important part in forming me 
as a person. In high school, I 
got high three or four times a 
week, for sure. But when I got 
to college and could smoke 
whenever I wanted, it lost its 
appeal—I didn’t like being 
high. 

Our drummer Todd 
[Trainer] was a wake-and- 
bake committed smoker, but 
he recently went on a health 
kick and quit... though I’m 
sure he’ll still smoke weed 
now and again. I think weed 
is largely harmless. From a 
cultural standpoint, I’d much 
rather be in a room full of 
people who are stoned than 
people who are drunk. ^

“With acting, there’s a way 
bigger pool of people to com¬ 
pete with, so you really gotta 
be something special.” He 
was drawn to poetry from an 
early age and had an interest 
in expressing himself theat¬ 
rically. “I was always a music 
kid; then in high school I 
auditioned for the acting pro¬ 
gram. That’s how I got in. 
Now that I got my name up, 
I’d like to audition for some 
things. I gotta really fit the 


script—not to say I wouldn’t 
try something different.” 

Joey’s initial encoun¬ 
ter with pot came when he 
was 15. “First time I was 
mad scared—that shit hit 
me crazy. I was like, ‘What 
the fuck is happening right 
now?”’ But these days, his 
relationship with weed is a 
lot more chill.

“Legalization 
would be cool and whatever, 
but I’m just gonna smoke 
anyway,” he says—especially 
given weed’s well-known ten¬ 
dency to expand conscious¬ 
ness. “You start opening up 
your mind, and it’s your own 
path—because everybody’s 
different.” 

While Joey gives off the 
vibe of future hip-hop roy¬ 
alty—a young rogue prince set 
to climb the ladder of musi¬ 
cal success—he also main¬ 
tains a hometown Brooklyn 
charm. The key to life in the 
Big Apple, he says, is having 
the proper transportation. “I 
have a fixed-gear bike that I 
slapped up with stickers. I 
ride every day in the summer.

Tropical Rum Cake 

It’s dessert season 
in the Carribean. 


The original version of this 
rum-soaked cake, which is 
hugely popular in the Carib¬ 
bean, especially the Bahamas, 
is made by the Tortuga Rum 
Company. We’re going to get 
as close to the original as we 
can for the perfect New Year’s 
party cake. This isn’t your 
typical holiday rum cake—for

^2 cup cannabutter 

2 cups cake flour 
V/2 cups sugar 

3 V 2 oz package instant vanilla pud¬

Start by preparing cannabutter 
for both sets of ingredients. 

Put one cup of unsalted butter 
into a double boiler over low 
heat. Add a quarter-ounce of 
well-ground cannabis. Stir 
until the cannabis is evenly 
coated, then stir the mixture 
occasionally for 40 minutes 
(and be sure the weed doesn’t 
get toasty). Strain well through 
a cheesecloth. Divide the but¬ 
ter in half, then get to work on 
the cake. 

Combine the cake flour, 


one thing, there’s a generous 
helping of marijuana present, 
and for another, there’s no 
fruit... but it is szrper-doused 
in rum. This cake will give 
you a layered buzz, so be care¬ 
ful if you’re going out! 

The Bahamas have a rich 
history of pot smuggling, and 
this cake is the perfect way to 
smuggle some green into your 
next party. The texture is dev¬ 
ilishly moist and smooth, the 
flavor addictive, and the cake 
itself a wonder to behold. So 
it’s best to err on the side of 
caution when going back for 
seconds. The rummy sensa¬ 
tion and lingering green fla¬ 
vors will leave you warm and 
craving more, but stick to the 
standard rule for edibles and 
wait an hour before popping 
that second slice into your 
mouth. Mary Ought Six 


sugar, baking powder, salt, 
cannabutter (one-half!) and 
vegetable oil. Mix on low until 
evenly chunky. Preheat the 
oven to 325°F. Lightly grease a 
large Bundt pan and sprinkle 
the walnuts inside; this makes 
an attractive topping. 

Take what you’ve already 
mixed for the cake and add 
the instant pudding, milk, 
eggs, rum, rum extract, vanilla 
extract and vegetable oil. Beat 
on medium until the batter is 
smooooth. Pour into the Bundt 
pan and bake for 55 minutes to 
an hour, until top is golden and 
a toothpick comes out clean. 
Then let it cool in the pan. 

For the glaze, combine the 
remaining cannabutter with 
water and sugar. Bring to a 
boil, then reduce to a simmer. 
Simmer until the glaze is 
slightly thickened and smooth. 
Take off the heat and stir in 
the rum. 

While the cake is warm, 
drizzle the glaze over it inside 
the Bundt pan. Allow it to soak 
in while adding more, until all 
the glaze is absorbed. Do not 
remove the cake from the pan 
until it’s fully cooled. (Waiting 
till the next day ensures a sea¬ 
soned flavor that’s just the right 
amount of boozy.)

The U.S. Cannabis 
Cup returned 
to Washington 
in the midst of 
a statewide 
cannabusiness 
boom.

George Washington once sagely observed: 
“Perseverance and spirit have done won¬ 
ders in all ages.” 

Cannabis activists would no doubt 
agree. Medical marijuana is increasingly 
embraced-though for the vast majority 
of people in this country, any kind of pot 
use remains a crime. But those medical 
marijuana victories inspired canna-activ- 
ists to dream bigger—and perseverance 
and spirit have been two of their biggest 
assets in this struggle. 

In 2011, almost a quarter of a million sig¬ 
natures were gathered in support of Ini¬ 
tiative 502, a marijuana-law reform bill 
that legalized adult recreational use in 
Washington State. That bill was submit¬ 
ted to the State Legislature, but no action 
was taken on it. It then automatically 
advanced to the 2012 election ballot. 

Now here was an issue that got the 
attention of the electorate! An eye-pop¬ 
ping 81 percent of registered voters 
turned out and passed 1-502 by a margin 


of 56 to 44 percent. Washington and Col- 
orado-which passed its own legalization 
law that year—became the first two states 
to allow adults to freely use pot for recre¬ 
ational purposes. 

The “wonders” that Mr. Washington 
spoke of have indeed transpired, with 
surely more to come as other states wit¬ 
ness the benefits of legalization. Wash¬ 
ington State raked in $2.5 million in tax 
revenue in the first two months of legal 
retail pot sales—a figure that will only 
increase as more shops open. 

Still, the current law is an exercise in evo¬ 
lution. Pot is taxed at a staggering 25 per¬ 
cent. What other industry is looted like 
this? And the State Liquor Control Board 
oversees pot commerce—which, as High 
Times came to find out firsthand, can be an 
impediment to mounting a Cannabis Cup. 

The Comcast Arena was chosen as the 
site of the third High Times Cannabis Cup 
in Washington—a venue that could eas¬ 
ily serve 10,000 attendees.

weeks prior to the event, the Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board decreed that there could be 
“no smoking on any premise with a liquor 
license.” Negotiations to overturn this edict 
quickly went nowhere. 

Again, perseverance and spirit prevailed. 
High Times leased two parking lots adja¬ 
cent to the arena and transformed them 
into recreational smoking areas where can¬ 
nabis vendors could show their wares. 
Additionally, a shielded side street smoking 
area for vendors was approved. (The only 
vendors permitted on Comcast’s property 
were companies marketing non-cannabis 
merchandise.) And so the Cup got under¬ 
way with “fun spots” operating on three 
sides of the arena, requiring a decidedly 
stoner-unfriendly trudge up and down the 
hill that Comcast’s events fortress resides 
upon. And perhaps this is where the most 
lawlessness took place: “Too much jaywalk¬ 
ing,” complained one cop.

But the unexpected exercise was 
worth it. Washington has always grown 
some of the best weed in the nation—as 
High Times (among many others) can 
attest: One of the pleasures of the Seat¬ 
tle Hempfest has been checking out the 
finest pot strains in the state. But these 
moments, more often than not, were 
outlaw interactions, with growers sur¬ 
reptitiously showing HT staffers their 
prize buds. Now that legalization has 
arrived—and with it the opportunity to 
display an array of nug jars openly at the 
Cannabis Cup—hobnobbing with expert 
growers is no longer a clandestine 
undertaking. Now a pot producer can 
conduct business out in the open, under 
the umbrella of legitimacy. 

The word is that Washington retail 
pot shops have been suffering a drought 
of product. But there was no such short¬ 
age at the Cup. Of the five Cannabis 
Cups held thus far in 2014, the vendors 
of the Evergreen State rolled out the 
most prodigious and prestigious vari¬ 
ety of buds we’ve seen this year. Not to 
say that dabbing wasn’t the sensation 
it always is, but Washington’s pot pop¬ 
ulation clearly seems to have a stron¬ 
ger affinity for fresh, fragrant buds than 
other states.

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When Cup-goers opted to 
take a break from the recre¬ 
ational smoking areas, they 
had a choice of grooving to the 
bands that played through¬ 
out the day on the Comcast 
Arena stage or checking out 
the seminars that were pre¬ 
sented hourly. “Navigating 
1-502” proved to be one of the 
most informative panels, with 
industry experts examining 
the ins and outs of the new law. 
And as the new industry takes 
shape, those who seek to open 
a cannabis-themed company 
flocked to the seminar dealing 
with the steps necessary to get 
them started. 

On Saturday night, the Wail- 
ers took the Cannabis Cup 
stage and rocked the crowd 
with tunes from Legend, the 
compilation album of Wall¬ 
ers classics. Frontman Koolant 
Brown led the charge, whipping 
up the crowd time and again, 
most notably when he induced 
the audience to take over sing¬ 
ing “Three Little Birds.” With 
legal weed in Washington a 
reality and a day of legal rev¬ 
elry already in the Cannabis 
Cup books, the lyric “Every little 


thing gonna be all right” carried 
an extra-special meaning. 

The Cannabis Cup awards 
were presented to a wide 
array of winners; no one com¬ 
pany dominated. Actor David 
Arquette showed up to pres¬ 
ent the Best Non-Edible Medi¬ 
cally Infused Product, an item 
he encouraged everyone to 
“rub all over your body.” Rob¬ 
ert Platshorn, who served the 
longest prison sentence for a 
nonviolent pot “crime” in US 
history—30 years-awarded 
the prize for Best Hybrid, while 
former NFL star Kevin Gogan 
did the same for Best Product. 

Washington has already 
turned the all-important page 
to usher in a new era of can¬ 
nabis sanity. Now it serves as 
an example to the rest of the 
nation. The state’s cannabis 
industry still has needless hur¬ 
dles to surmount-or better 
yet, to remove altogether. But 
perseverance and spirit remain 
the essential elements in win¬ 
ning the battle for marijuana, 
and you’ll find no shortage 
of either in the state that was 
named for our most famous 
Founding Father. ^

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Last July, legal pot shops opened across the state of Washington. 

With the first legal recreational crops harvested and ready for market, 
it’s time to get commercial. Story & Photos by Dan Skye 



T he Cascade 
Mountain 
range sepa¬ 
rates Washing¬ 
ton State into 
two regions. The divided 
lands are starkly different. 
Eastern Washington has 
twice the land area, but 
holds only one-third the 
population. The western 
half of the state has a wet, 
oceanic climate, and the 
east is semi-arid with hot 
summers, little rainfall, 
and cold winters with 
heavy snow. 

Every few years, the 
issue of making Eastern 
Washington our 51st state 
pops up. Easterners feel 
their influence is negli¬ 
gible because populous 


The lush green, gardens 
of Cannasol in Eastern 
Washington thrive in 
the autumn sun. 
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Temperatures are in the high 80s and 
skies are a cloudless blue. “It’s ideal can¬ 
nabis-growing country,” says Jeremy 
Moberg, the owner of Cannasol, and 
president of the Sun Growers Industry 
Association (SGIA). 

The Cannasol garden is a gorgeous 
expanse of green. Its footprint encom¬ 
passes 45,000 square feet—about an acre. 
Under production is 21,000 square feet of 
canopy. That’s about 3,000 plants, or “a 
ton of weed,” as Jeremy says.

He’s adamant about the superiority of 
sun-grown cannabis. (More on that later.) 
But as for most Washington growers 
entering this new marketplace, establish¬ 
ing brand name recognition is para¬ 
mount for Cannasol. 

Washington cannabis laws prohibit 
producers and processors from hav¬ 
ing any financial stake in retailing their 
product. Vertically integrated cannabis 
companies aren’t possible. In Colorado, 
dispensary owners can sell the products

that they grow; not so in Washington. 
Consequently, Washington growers and 
retailers obsess over establishing strong 
business contacts and marketing their 
brands. 

The first few months of retail pot sales 
in Washington were plagued by short¬ 
ages, which caused periodic closures of 
many stores. Only a handful of the 300- 
plus planned shops had opened by Sep¬ 
tember. More significantly, many growers 
weren’t able to secure licenses until 
July—and as any farmer knows, you can’t 
rush a crop. 

Herbal Nation in Bothell, WA, escaped 
that scenario. Its owners have been pro¬ 
lific pot buyers, stockpiling product for 
the lean times. Inside the bungalow that 
serves as its store, the line of customers 
never dwindles to less than 10. In fact, 
the parking lot requires a traffic director. 
It’s busy here, and that’s the point. 

“We want to establish Herbal Nation 
as a reliable, friendly brand where peo¬ 
ple come in with smiles and leave with 
smiles,” says Lauren Downes, Herbal 
Nation’s manager. 

With a background in cultural anthro¬ 
pology and organic agriculture, Downes 
has a well-defined idea of what a mod¬ 
ern pot shop should be. “We’ll need 
a 3 or 4,000 square-foot building to

accommodate what we have in mind,” 
she says. “An all-purpose cannabis store 
with all sorts of different products and 
merchandise sections with little knick- 
knacks and hemp products. We have an 
obligation, I think, to do this in the right 
way. And with the right business model, 
Herbal Nation can expand.” 

Keeping shelves stocked is the prior¬ 
ity—not just with pot, but with the full 
gamut of products consumers expect. 
Herbal Nation’s glass smokeware sales 
are brisk, but a huge segment of the can¬ 
nabis-using public prefers edibles. 

Three brothers have stepped into this 
arena in a big way, debuting their prod¬ 
ucts last September. 

Dan, Mike and Pat Devlin are the 
brainpower behind Zoots (zootology 
.com)— handcrafted, small-batch treats, 
infused with premium cannabis that is 
paired with unique blends. Mike, who 


has 28 years of experience in high-growth 
consumer goods companies and the full 
food products supply chain, explains the 
Zoots methodology: “You put extract into 
flavored water and you have an edible. 

Or you put it into a brownie mix and you 
have an edible. But with blends, you use 
complementary natural ingredients, along 
with the THC, to achieve the effect you’re 
looking for—a relaxation effect, or some¬ 
thing more psychoactive.” 

The brothers have just released Zoot 
Drops, a premium cannabis-infused 
extract. You have a choice of “Kickback” 
or “Yippie Ki-yay.” Each vial contains 10 
servings of 10 mg. of THC. ZootRocks are 
cannabis-infused lozenges, and a single 
shot of ZootBlast is offered in 5 mg. and 
10 mg. doses. 

So-called “zootologists” carefully 
extract essential oils from marijuana in 
a contaminant-free environment using a 
proprietary cypress extraction method. 
The closed-loop system captures THC 
using organic cane alcohol in a cold 
fusion process, assuring that each serv¬ 
ing is consistent. Mike insists, “Zoots is 
about having a good time without feeling 
uncomfortably stoned.”

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just a given. But my accountant tells me 
that that the effective tax rate on the IRS 
side is like 73 percent. When I take $100, 
$25 goes to the state. I have $75 left with 
73 percent of that going to the IRS, it 
doesn’t leave a lot left. I’m hoping there’s 
a constitutional challenge or something. 
When you’ve got $400,000 in infrastruc¬ 
ture that you can’t write off, that’s tough.” 

Gecko Farms is another family-run 
business in East Wenatchee, with 30,000 
square feet of indoor and outdoor gar¬ 
dens. Connie and Kevin Dietz oversee 
the operation and built the grow op from 
scratch, excavating, constructing the 
buildings, and installing water. 

Business is booming. They hold con¬ 
tracts with five dispensaries and help 
supply three others, but Connie admits: 
“We have very high-quality product and 
it’s hard to keep up with orders. We’re 
constantly sold out.” 

Another problem with the new laws 
is the fact that growers can’t ship their 
products; they have to deliver them. For 
businesses trying to gain a foothold, it’s 
a waste of staff resources. “We’re on the 
road all the time,” says Connie. “You’re 
allowed to charge your retailers for ship¬ 
ping and transportation, but it’s needless 
stress on a business.” 

Nearby Monkey Grass Farms is a 
strictly indoor operation, occupying a 


Notable in Washington is the num¬ 
ber of people with no experience in can¬ 
nabis jumping into the fray. More often 
than not, they bring marketing and mer¬ 
chandising experience to the burgeoning 
industry. 

Take Blue Sky Growers in East 
Wenatchee. Jeff and Mona Guentzel have 
owned multiple businesses—government 
contracting, equipment manufacturing 
and health clubs. 

“We were looking for something to 
change our income level. There’s such 
potential for the product, and we want 
to be a company that contributes to soci¬ 
ety,” says Jeff. 

Luckily, their son Mike is a former Cal¬ 
ifornia dispensary owner who was forced 
to close up shop due to a city morato¬ 
rium on cannabis businesses. He’s also 
an experienced grower. Once they were 
licensed last June, the Guentzels moved 


into an industrial space and built 10 sep¬ 
arate growrooms under 172 lights, 14 of 
which are LEDs for experimentation pur¬ 
poses. Two 500-gallon tanks pump water 
to all 10 rooms; each room has a 100-gal- 
lon tank with a pump. 

Mike is confident that Blue Sky’s first 
harvest will help abate his parents’ finan¬ 
cial worries. Jeff says, “At this point I’ve 
already spent the bulk of my planned 
investment. Cash flow-wise, I’m planning 
out for the next six weeks. I know we’ll 
make good harvests here, the plants are 
looking great, but...” 

Jeff pauses and gathers his thoughts. 
There are flaws in Washington’s guide¬ 
lines, one of the most prominent being 
the high tax rate on cannabis businesses. 

“The biggest problem that I have is my 
accountant,” Jeff explains. “All my num¬ 
bers have always indicated that 25 per¬ 
cent that gets paid to the state—that’s

warehouse of 21,000 square feet with 
4,000 plants in various stages of growth. 
Twenty employees run the operation, 
which harvests 35 pounds a week and 
provides product for some of the state’s 
biggest pot shops. 

Garrett Cooper, Monkey Farms’ presi¬ 
dent, wants to see less of the black mar¬ 
ket. “Retailers are currently charging $20 
to $30 a gram and more, which keeps the 
black market alive and well. There aren’t 
enough of producers to provide product 
for the entire state.” 

The State Liquor Board oversees the 
industry and, like most bureaucracies, 
hasn’t been speedy to license produc¬ 
ers. As of September, only 170 licenses 
for producers had been issued, and 
over 2,000 were still pending. Industry 
experts don’t predict sufficient product, 
which would help lower prices, for the 
next 18 months. 

Even with the legal snags, no one is 
sorry they jumped into the marijuana 
industry. Washington pot laws are an 
exercise in evolution, and people expect 
improvements. However, the paucity of 
growers creates opportunities—and qual¬ 
ity is the name of that game. 

Jian Malihi runs Clarity Farms with 
six dedicated employees. It encompasses 
seven 3,000 square-feet greenhouses.

They’ll be converted throughout the year 
to accommodate the marijuana produc¬ 
tion cycle, including propagation, vegeta¬ 
tion, flowering and harvesting. 

“Nothing beats working outside,” 

Jian says. “Right now, I farm pot in 
greenhouses. It satisfies my intellectual 
drive—adapting agricultural production 
techniques to marijuana production. For 
me, one of the most interesting byprod¬ 
ucts of marijuana legalization is going to 
be the transition of marijuana produc¬ 
tion from gardening to farming. I’ve seen 
some very impressive indoor gardens 
both in terms of size and technology, but 
I think it would be very powerful to see a 
1000-acre marijuana field.” 

Cannasol’s Jeremy Moberg sees no 
other choice. “The only reason that there 
was ever an indoor industry was to 
avoid detection. We developed this big 


indoor industry but we can no longer 
point to prohibition to justify the elec¬ 
trical expense and the associated car¬ 
bon footprint. We have to start asking 
what’s going into it—just like other prod¬ 
ucts we consume. We want to know that 
it’s grown in a sustainable way, that it’s 
healthy for me and healthy for the world. 

“We’re talking four percent of the 
state’s power,” he continues. “We’re talk¬ 
ing one percent of the nation’s power- 
enough to power two to three million 
homes. The Journal of Energy Policy 
states that one kilogram of marijuana 
is equivalent to driving a car across the 
nation seven times, in terms of carbon 
produced to produce that electricity. 
That’s unfathomably unsustainable.” 

Jeremy believes that consumer 
demand, and the environmental good 
sense that sun-growing makes, will 
induce indoor growers to move their 
crops outside. 

“We’re going to use the quality of this 
crop as a demonstration that sun-grown 
is the premiere crop in marijuana today,” 
he avows. “It will command the high¬ 
est prices. It will draw consumers who 
demand that it’s grown in a sustainable 
way. People go to Whole Foods, they drive 
Priuses—they feel a responsibility to their 
bodies and their environment.” 4|£ 
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Homestead Book Company, the oldest counterculture book distributor in the 
world, is also the creator of the EZ Gro Mushroomkit-reshaping the face of our 
nation, one psychonaut at a time. By Mary Ought Six 


Boomers, magic mushrooms, gold caps, 
true blues, ‘shrooms—no matter the nick¬ 
name, Psilocybe cubensis is the most 
famous nature-communing, music¬ 
enhancing, breathing-wall-producing 
psychedelic cooked up by Mother Nature. 
It’s been speculated that the use of psy¬ 
chedelic mushrooms has been part of 
human development for thousands upon 
thousands of years, though for most of 
that time, finding the right mushrooms 
meant going on a hunt—a risky hunt, as 
cubensis can be mistaken for its inedible 
and poisonous cousins. 


Enter the 1960s and ’70s, a period 
of experimentation and consciousness 
expansion, when exploring the psy¬ 
chedelic frontier was par for the hip¬ 
pie course. People still wandered the 
fields where the dung of pasture animals 
like cows provided fertile ground for a 
shroom hunt. But after all those years, 
the hunter-gatherer era among mush- 
roomheads would soon be drawing to a 
close. The grow-your-own revolution was 
under way, and Homestead Book Com¬ 
pany was its great pioneer. 

You may have noticed the full-page 


ad for Homestead’s EZ Gro Mushroom- 
kit in the pages of High Times. The com¬ 
pany has been running that ad for over 
30 years, promoting the safest route for 
gathering shrooms: plucking them from 
a sterile environment that you’ve created 
and controlled from the start. But before 
the development of the mushroom kit, 
there was Homestead Books—a pioneer 
in its own right, and one of the first dis¬ 
tributors of High Times. David Tatelman 
is the hippie mastermind behind Home¬ 
stead, and on the occasion of HT’s 40th 
anniversary, he recalled those earliest 
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days when he was running underground 
comics to headshops and bookstores all 
over Washington State in his Chevy Vega 
station wagon. 

In 1973, Homestead carried The Com¬ 
plete Guide to Growing Marijuana, How 
to Grow the Finest Marijuana Indoors 
and the Field Guide to Psilocybin Mush¬ 
rooms. The titles sold well, but David’s 
counterculture business really started 
booming in 1974 with the publication of 
High Times. 

“Man, it just doubled business, tripled 
it,” he recalled. “There was such a demand 
for that magazine. We had stickers and 
we’d raise the cover price, because we 
were actually buying them secondhand, 
not directly from High Times— so every¬ 
one was marking them up. But it didn’t 
matter; the magazine was hot .” 

After the first few issues, Homestead 
became a direct distributor, and thus a 
40-year partnership was born. 

Around that time, the knowledge that 
psychedelic mushrooms could be grown 
indoors under controlled conditions 
bloomed like a spore. Also around that 
time, the first international Teonanacatl 
Mushroom Conference was held in Olym¬ 
pia, WA. It attracted “everybody who was 
anybody” in the world of shrooms. “It 
became possible for us amateurs to inter¬ 
mingle with the more academic mush¬ 
room people—for instance, Paul Stamets, 
who was then a student at Evergreen 


State College, known colloquially as Psi¬ 
locybin University,” David explained. 
“Kids were finding mushrooms right at 
Evergreen State.” 

There was a general wariness toward 
the amateurs on the part of the academ¬ 
ics—but in the study of mushrooms, it’s 
often the amateurs who discover new 
mushrooms and are the first to exper¬ 
iment with them. At the first Teonana¬ 
catl conference, that hands-on experience 
gave the amateurs a special kind of clout. 

It was at this magical conference 
that David met Bob Harris, who liter¬ 
ally wrote the book on growing wild 
mushrooms (called Growing Wild Mush¬ 
rooms). The two pooled their resources 
and put together the company’s first 
mushroom kit, based on Harris’s book. 
That first kit was popular, but it resem¬ 
bled a science-fair project, complete with 
Petri dishes, a pressure cooker and all 
sorts of sterilization procedures. Despite 
the user-unfriendliness, however, the kit 
sold well, and it gave Homestead Books 
a shot in the arm, becoming literally a 
third of the company’s business—its most 
profitable product by far. 

In 1975, when the kit was first on the 
market, David ran Homestead out of a 
house in Seattle zoned for commercial 
use, and the basement became his assem¬ 
bly line. It was a very lax work envi¬ 
ronment, with too many staffers and 
a workspace overflowing with nitrous 


tanks and ping-pong games. “I don’t 
know how we made money, but somehow 
we did,” David said with a laugh. “Things 
were going really well at the time. We 
had a women’s softball team that won 
the city championship.” 

Books on mushrooms were a hot item 
as well. “There was a great demand for 
books on identifying [magic mushrooms], 
and there really weren’t any,” David 
recalled. “That’s why I published the 
Magickal Mushroom Handbook, which 
sold many thousands of copies.” But 
mushrooms weren’t the company’s only 
niche: Two of Homestead’s most popular 
authors were Ed Rosenthal and Jorge Cer¬ 
vantes, both of whom had written essen¬ 
tial books on marijuana cultivation. 

Book conventions were hopping places 
to meet high-minded authors, and that’s 
where David first encountered not only 
his two top pot writers, but also the likes 
of Timothy Leary, Ken Kesey and Steve 
Gaskin. They would all smoke weed, 
exchange stories and find the most hap¬ 
pening spots. “All the pot smokers hung 
out together,” David said. “We would get 
together every night, hit all the parties 
and get high, try to find the free booze 
.... So we became friends—a marijuana 
cabal, I guess.” 

David’s business was flying high. Then 
again, anyone who knew him in college 
might have predicted as much—because 
before Homestead Books was even a 
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glimmer in his psyche, David Tatelman 
was already walking the underground 
walk at the University of South Florida. 

Those college days turned out to be a 
fitting prelude for a psychedelic-mush- 
room-kit creator and purveyor of psy- 
chonautical books. David’s first foray into 
publishing was his underground newspa¬ 
per, The Aquarian, which was distributed 
all over campus. The paper covered Jim 
Morrison’s indecency trial National Lam¬ 
poon-style and picked up a respectable 
readership for a local publication. 

School turned out to be rewarding in 
other ways, too. “I think the first time 
I did mushrooms—and LSD, and pey¬ 
ote—was when I was a hippie at the Uni¬ 
versity of South Florida,” David said. “I 
remember having sex for the first time 
while on LSD.” 

But it wasn’t all sex and drugs and 
rock’n’roll when it came to boomers. 
Though David admitted that “mushrooms 
and cocaine provided a great experience,” 
he also asserted that partying on mush¬ 
rooms felt like a travesty, for the most 
part. For David, mushrooms have always 
been a spiritual guide—something to be 
taken in a natural setting, alongside rush¬ 
ing waters or in a peaceful forest glade. 

Over the years, Homestead’s intricate 


science-fair project of a mushroom kit 
was simplified and tweaked until it 
became the EZ Gro, the near-foolproof 
way to cultivate boomers safely at home. 
The kit comes with two bags. The first is a 
grain sack, which also contains the mush¬ 
room spores on a swab. Simply undo the 
tabs to release the spores without open¬ 
ing the bag. In a couple of weeks, the col¬ 
onized grain will turn white (this part 
doesn’t require any water—just time and 
a few minor environmental controls). The 
second sack contains compost; the colo¬ 
nized grain goes into this larger bag and 
the mushrooms just start growing. The 
Homestead mushroom department is 
open from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. Pacific Stan¬ 
dard Time, so anyone using the kit can 
call in with questions. 

David credits the kit’s success with 
helping to promote shroom culture across 
the United States in the last few decades. 
The culture “has spread far and wide, and 
I think we have a lot to do with that,” he 
said. “Mushrooms are more acceptable 
to more people than, for instance, LSD, 
which many people think of as dangerous 
and a hard drug.” 

These days, Homestead continues 
to publish books, sell mushroom kits, 
and make great strides in the realm of 
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advancing personal freedom. The com¬ 
pany has played its shroom hand safe 
and stayed clear of the law. It also lays 
claim to being the oldest countercul¬ 
ture book distributor in the world as well 
as High Times’ longest-running adver¬ 
tiser. In 2012, Homestead celebrated its 
own 40th anniversary: Ed Rosenthal and 
Jorge Cervantes joined in the festivities, 
the tinctures flowed freely at the Seattle 
basement banquet, and David had such a 
good time that he needs the photos taken 
to remember the details. 

David sees Homestead’s legacy as cen¬ 
tered on the First Amendment and the 
larger cause of freedom. In a very real 
sense, mind expansion has been at the 
heart of the company’s business, both 
with its books and mushroom kits, 
thereby contributing to making our world 
a freer, more open place. “I think we had 
a lot to do with the way this country has 
changed,” David observed, before adding 
with an irreverent grin: “I think it’s pretty 
cool that I’ve milked this hippie thing for 
40 years and actually made a living at 
it. It’s been great. Mushrooms have been 
very, very good to me.” ^

The Truth About 



Understanding the differences between species in the genus Cannabis. By Nico Escondido 


A long time ago, when only landrace 
genetics existed in the genus Canna¬ 
bis, the terms Cannabis sativa L. and 
Cannabis indica Lam. were created to 
identity these two species of the Canna- 
baceae family. Today, those taxonomical 
terms have been shortened to sativa and 
indica, but they can still be confusing— 
and sometimes quite misleading—for the 
casual toker, the new medical marijuana 


patient and even the everyday stoner. 

The differences between these two 
species are far-ranging: everything from 
how the plant looks, to how it grows, 
to how its effects are experienced when 
consumed. But why do these differ¬ 
ences exist? Why does an indica plant 
grow shorter than a sativa ? Why does 
a sativa deliver such a distinct psycho¬ 
active experience as compared to an 


indica ? To arrive at these answers, we 
must use genealogy and scientific data to 
trace today’s strains back to their origi¬ 
nal landrace. Having loads of lab results, 
such as cannabinoid levels and terpene 
profiles, also helps this endeavor quite a 
bit. So we invited a knowledgeable friend 
from HTs partner lab, Steep Hill Halent, 
to weigh in ... and what we found may 
surprise you. 
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Origins of Indica and Sativa 

While there is no way to determine how 
long cannabis has been growing on the 
planet, the earliest evidence of human 
use dates back thousands of years to the 
Far East. The origins of the indigenous 
cannabis landraces have been traced to 
South and Central Asia, with wild can¬ 
nabis stretching from the fringes of the 
Middle East all the way to China and 
Mongolia further north. But how did dif¬ 
ferent species of cannabis develop sep¬ 
arately around the same latitudes of 
Earth? 

Like all living organisms, the canna¬ 
bis plant has evolved and adapted to its 
environment (and continues to do so to 
this day). With the native regions of can¬ 
nabis located in relatively close proxim¬ 
ity to one another, the answer to why the 
species evolved differently lies in exam¬ 
ining their climates of origin. These 
climates can vary greatly due to the dif¬ 
ference in geographic locales, rang¬ 
ing from the foothills of the Himalayas, 
to the lowlands of the Hindu Kush val¬ 
leys, to the peaks of the Rif Mountains in 
Morocco. 

According to Kymron deCesare, chief 
research director at Steep Hill Halent 
Lab in Oakland, CA, the major differ¬ 
ence in evolution between sativas and 
indicas is that sativas developed to take 
advantage of a humid environment. This 
includes the development of thin, lanky 
stems and long, narrow leaves to pro¬ 
mote greater respiration. Indicas, on the 
other hand, developed to survive in drier, 
more arid climates, evolving into short, 
stocky plants with thick, stubby leaves 
designed to minimize the loss of water 
through respiration. It thus stands to rea¬ 
son that thousands of years ago, true 
landrace indicas such as the short, squat 
Afghanica could be found at higher ele¬ 
vations, where the air was thin and brisk 
and the water scarce. Meanwhile, in the 
valleys below were the sativas, growing 
lean and tall in the lush, wet forest areas. 

Fast-forward a couple thousand years 
to 1753, when a young scientist named 
Carl Linnaeus first classified the Cannabis 
genus using what would become the mod¬ 
ern taxonomic nomenclature. At the time, 
Linnaeus thought the Cannabis genus 
was monotypic—meaning having only a 
single species—and he named that spe¬ 
cies Cannabis sativa L. (the “L.” stands 
for “Linnaeus,” to indicate the authority 
who first named it). Three decades later, 
in 1785, another noted scientist and evolu¬ 
tionary biologist, Jean-Baptiste Lamarck, 
identified a second species of cannabis 


that he named Cannabis indica Lam. (for 
“Lamarck”) after examining the plant 
specimens he had collected in India. 
Finally, in the early part of the twenti¬ 
eth century, a group of Russian botanists 
and plant explorers identified a third spe¬ 
cies known as ruderalis. C. ruderalis is 
unlike C. sativa and C. indica in that it is 
a hardier, fibrous plant much like hemp 
and possesses little to no THC, making it 
non-psychoactive.

Cultivation and Physical Aspects 

These evolutionary trends aided the earliest cannabis plants in terms of respiration, 
thereby increasing their rate of photosynthesis, which in turn increased flower and 
seed production—thus ensuring that their genetic lines would survive and thrive. 

Today, in much the same way, marijuana growers utilize the evolutionary char¬ 
acteristics of indicas and sativas to boost their yields, depending on the grow envi¬ 
ronment provided in their gardens. Indoor growers may desire shorter plants due 
to space constraints and therefore choose indica varieties to grow. Outdoor growers 
may have to contend with a hot and humid climate much of the time and therefore 
choose the better-respiring sativas. Or an outdoor grower may find that the hardier, 
stockier indicas are more resistant to pests in the garden, while an indoor grower 
may find that thin, wispy sativas are more resistant to molds or powdery mildew in 
their growroom. 

Everything depends on the environmental conditions of the grow space and the 
individual characteristics of the strains chosen by the grower. And even then, the 
result isn’t as predictable as it may sound, since every genotype has the possibil¬ 
ity of exhibiting new traits (or phenotypes) that can vary immensely from the norm 
when the plants are grown in conditions to which they’re unaccustomed. In other 
words, what you see with indicas and sativas isn’t always what you get. 


Indica- and. Saf/Va-Dominant Hybrids 

The term "hybrid” is potentially a confusing 
one, since anything that isn’t a 100 percent 
pure landrace-a rare commodity these days- 
is technically a hybrid strain. For High Times’ 
purposes at our Cannabis Cups, as well as for 
this list, we use a 70/30 ratio to determine 
whether a cannabis species is dominant in any 
given strain. Anything lower than 70/30-for 
example, a 60/40 or 50/50 ratio-is considered 
a non-dominant or well-balanced hybrid.

Cannabinoids, Terpenes 
and Psychoactive Effects 

But what about the different effects that 
you get from smoking indicas versus sati¬ 
vas ? And how intrinsic are those effects if 
the environmental conditions can vary so 
much from garden to garden? Well, that’s 
where things get really interesting. 

Many cannabis users experience the 
sativa “high” as uplifting and cerebral, 
while the indica “stone” is more of a 
body buzz that may couchlock the user 
for hours in front of the TV. But can 
these effects be directly attributed to the 
differences between these two species— 
and, if so, why? 

“The terms sativa and indica are only 
really valid for describing the physical 
characteristics of the cannabis strain in a 
given environment,” deCesare said. “They 
are not nearly as reliable as terms for 
making assumptions about energy versus 
couchlock.” 

That’s because by its very nature, 
THC’s effects are energetic—meaning 
that both sativas and indicas possess a 
level of THC that will create an uplifting, 


euphoric feeling when smoked. So why 
do some indicas leave you in a vegetative 
state instead? 

According to deCesare, sativas and 
indicas generally share the same canna¬ 
binoids as well as the same terpenes—the 
chemical compounds found in cannabis 
that contribute to the flavor and aroma 
of the flowers. These terpenes, or ter¬ 
penoids, are also found in many other 
plants; indeed, they create the essen¬ 
tial oils and extracts that we use for fra¬ 
grances and perfumes. Not only do 
terpenes exist in sativas and indicas , but 
they exist in similar ratios as well. 

However, deCesare points to one 
major exception that helps explain 
the differences in psychoactive effect 
between sativas and indicas : namely, 

“the consistently elevated levels of the 
terpenoid myrcene in C. indica, as com¬ 
pared to C. sativa .” In fact, according 
to the numerous studies he’s conducted 
along with cannabis researchers like Dr. 
Donald Land and Dr. Ethan Russo, “myr¬ 
cene is the major ingredient responsible 
for ‘flipping’ the normal energetic effect 


of THC into a couchlock effect.” 

This means that what many of us 
thought about indicas versus sativas 
isn’t necessarily true: The THC that is 
typically associated with the psychoac¬ 
tive properties of cannabis is not the only 
factor at work in making us high. In fact, 
the theory of the “entourage effect” pro¬ 
posed by Dr. Russo, which holds that dif¬ 
ferent combinations of cannabinoids 
and terpenes work together to create 
the distinctive effects from one strain 
to another, is a much better explanation 
for the psychoactive differences between 
sativas and indicas. Indeed, as far as 
deCesare is concerned, the terpenoid 
myrcene is the single most important 
variable in determining these effects. 

Asked about the evidence used to sup¬ 
port this conclusion, deCesare replied: 
“This can only be reliably determined 
through the lab testing of cannabis. 

When we started doing analytics on can¬ 
nabis, there were maybe 1,000 differ¬ 
ent strains. That number now exceeds 
approximately 3,000 strains. This con¬ 
clusion is based on the analysis of over 
100,000 different samples tested over the 
last seven years.” 

Glorious... Myrcene? 

As far as terpenes go, myrcene is pretty 
common—it exists in many other fruits 
and plants grown the world over. Man¬ 
goes and hops are perhaps two of the 
best-known when it comes to elevated 
levels of myrcene. 

“Notice the warm, relaxed feeling you 
get from a couple of hoppy beers?” deC¬ 
esare asked. “That effect is, to a good 
extent, due to the myrcene present from 
the hops.” 

So what myrcene levels are neces¬ 
sary to get you feeling really relaxed— 
or stoned, as most of us would say? The 
research done at Steep Hill Halent sug¬ 
gests that a myrcene level at or below 
0.4% in flowers doesn’t have much 
impact on the “energetic effects” that 
THC contributes. But when the myr¬ 
cene content starts to head past 0.5%, 
“the strain becomes increasingly more 
sedative and stony,” deCesare noted. 

“OG Kush is considered by most to be a 
strong couchlock flower at about 1.25% 
myrcene. A few strains have a myrcene 
content in excess of 3%. Other chem¬ 
icals may well play minor roles in the 
couchlock effect, including CBD, CBN 
and linalool, when they are present in 
couchlock strains—but they aren’t always 
present or as influential.”

What’s Next? 

In conclusion, I asked the good Dr. deCe- 
sare what possibilities and opportunities 
the future might hold for legal cannabis. 

“Moving forward to a time when the 
USDA [US Department of Agriculture] 
and FDA [Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion] oversee cannabis-distribution reg¬ 
ulations,” he replied, “they will insist on 
accurate labeling to assure that if a cus¬ 
tomer purchases an energetic strain—or 
a couchlock strain—then what they get is 
what they paid for. And the only reliable 
way to make this determination is by lab¬ 
testing for myrcene content.” 

Interestingly, a recent study released 
by the National Institutes of Health and 
published by the National Library of 
Medicine, Discriminating the Effects of 
Cannabis sativa and Cannabis indica, 


noted that in a survey of medical canna¬ 
bis users, “a preference for C. indica was 
[shown to be] statistically significant for 
pain management, helping with seda¬ 
tion and sleep. C. sativa was preferred 
for euphoria and enhancing energy. The 
conditions reaching statistical signif¬ 
icance for C. indica preference were: 
non-migraine headaches, glaucoma, neu¬ 
ropathy, spasticity, seizures, insomnia, 
and joint pain. For C. sativa, no condi¬ 
tions reached significance.” 

Unfortunately, due to the legal ram¬ 
ifications for the private labs and uni¬ 
versities that can actually do this type 
of work—to say nothing of the lack of 
federal funding available for cannabis- 
related research—this particular study 
was conducted via an anonymous Inter¬ 
net survey, which means that it lacked 


the basic conditions of a proper clinical 
trial. The researchers who conducted the 
survey admitted as much, concluding in 
their abstract that the study “had limita¬ 
tions, with the two species having differ¬ 
ent effect associations on symptoms and 
conditions, possibly because of ingredi¬ 
ent differences. Future surveys and sub¬ 
sequent prospective definitive trials are 
needed to confirm the findings” (empha¬ 
sis added). 

“Possibly because of ingredient dif¬ 
ferences”—such as, say, varying combi¬ 
nations of cannabinoids and terpenes? 

As for the need for “future surveys” and 
“subsequent... definitive trials,” well, 
guess what, NIH and our friends in 
the federal government: We’re already 
way ahead of you. Isn’t it time that you 
caught up? ^

A clone is simply a cutting—i.e., a 
severed part of the plant—that 
grows roots and eventually sta¬ 
bilizes as a genetic replica of its donor. 
This is possible because each of the 
plant’s individual cells contain all of the 
information necessary to reconstruct 
the whole plant, a kind of genetic copy 
of its “blueprints.” If a cutting is taken 
and rooted in another location, that 
cutting has the potential to grow into 
an exact replica of the mother plant it 
was taken from. This means that any 
branch, leaf, stem or flower, no matter 
how big or small, can generate an infi¬ 
nite number of genetic facsimiles if the 
conditions are right. 

Micro-propagation or “tissue culture” 
is the relatively new science of grow¬ 
ing plants in vitro (in test tubes) from 
single cells found in certain parts 
of the plant—a leaf, stem or flower 
specimen. Due to the high volatility of 
these specimens, such procedures must 
be performed in sterile laboratories 
commonly unavailable to most home- 
based cannabis growers. This article 
will explain everything you need to 
know to confidently clone your plants 
with a near-perfect success rate using 
branches as your starting material.

Understanding Your Role 

Your biggest responsibility is to make 
sure that the cuttings are comfortable 
and stress-free while they are producing 
roots. Environmental stress and mishan¬ 
dling during this time can lead to all sorts 
of complications, including mutation, a 
decrease in yield and/or potency and, in 
some strains, auto-flowering. The overall 
health of your clones will determine the 
future health of your garden. 

Remember that cloning is essentially 
performing surgery on your plants. 

Every cut made is an open wound that is 
susceptible to infection and needs to be 
treated with care. All of the same con¬ 
cerns that a person would have prior to 
undergoing surgery are equally valid for 
your plants: “Will I be comfortable during 
this? Elave all the tools been sterilized 
since the last guy? Will I be in a safe and 
sterile environment, free from the risk of 
infection during my recovery?” Your job is 
to guarantee these things for your plants 
throughout the entire process. 

After the initial process of taking 
clones, all you can do is to make sure the 
lights stay on and that it doesn’t get too 
hot or cold in the room. Many growers 
make the mistake of overhandling the 
developing clones, picking them up every 
day and turning them upside down to see 
if the roots have appeared yet. Wonder¬ 
ing whether the cuttings are too wet or 
too dry, they may be tempted to give the 
rockwool cube a little squeeze and end up 
smashing up the just-forming roots. So, 
basically, it’s hands off for at least the first 
five to seven days or so, until you see roots 
growing out the bottoms of the cubes. 

Now that you understand your role, I 
will explain in 10 easy steps how to pro¬ 
duce healthy, robust and vigorous clones, 
West Coast Masters-style! 



# 
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90 10 Easy Steps for Successful Cloning 

1. Sanitize 

Before doing anything else, use bleach 
wipes to sanitize the area in which the 
tray will sit, as well as all other surfaces 
within your workspace. Be sure to steril¬ 
ize all of the tools and equipment using a 
clean paper towel soaked with 99% alco¬ 
hol. As a final precaution, sterile gloves 
should be worn throughout the entire 
process. Please remember that cleanli¬ 
ness is the key to successful cloning. 

2. Setting Up 

Plug in the heat mat and place it beneath 
the 10" x 20" propagation tray. Add about 
a half-inch of rinsed perlite to the tray. 
The perlite will raise the cubes above the 
bottom of the tray, preventing them from 
getting too warm. It also allows airflow 
beneath the cubes and spurs roots to 
grow down toward the water below. 

Vigorously shake the cloning gel and 
pour it into the shot glass, filling it half¬ 
way. This is a better alternative to placing 
the cut branches directly into the bottle, 
which can cause contamination. Position 
your glass dish, shot glass, cloning gel and 
scalpels as near as possible to the dome. 
Keeping everything close within the sani¬ 
tized area will help reduce stress and the 
risk of infection for the clones. 

3. Preparing the Cloning Solution 

The cloning solution is a low-level nutri¬ 
ent mixture that provides the necessary 
elements for the clones to thrive while 
developing roots. Using it can cut down 
on rooting time and result in much 
healthier, more vibrant clones. Should 
you decide not to use it, the clones will 
likely be fine—just less vigorous at first. 

If the clones have no source of energy 
to get them through the week or so that 
it takes to form roots, they will be forced 
to consume their own stored energy. In 
other words, they have to go into survival 
mode and sacrifice a couple of their own 
leaves in order to stay alive. That’s no 
way to start a life, so hook them up with 
the cloning solution properly by follow¬ 
ing these steps: 

Add a half-gallon of distilled water to the 
1-gallon container. 

Adjust the pH of the distilled water to 5.5. 

Add the rockwool cubes that you plan to 
use for a single tray. Typically, the maximum 
capacity for the tray will be from 10 to 12 
cubes, depending on the size of the clones. 

Let the rockwool soak for five minutes and 
then pour out the water, being sure to keep all 
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the rockwool cubes within the container. They 
are now rinsed and pH-adjusted. 

Add the remaining ha If-gal Ion of distilled 
water into the container with the cubes. 

Following the recommended dosage on the 
product label, add the cloning solution to the 
1-gallon container and stir it around gently 
with the rockwool cubes. 

Adjust the pH to 5.5 and you’re almost ready 
to start cloning. 

4. Setting Up the Cubes in the Tray 

Remove the rockwool cubes one by one 
and space them equally in rows of two 
along the inside of the tray. Give them 
plenty of space, as you don’t want the 
cuttings to touch each other while they’re 
in the dome. Overlapping leaves will 
form condensation between them, which 
could lead to mold and mildew problems. 

Pour half of the remaining clone solu¬ 
tion into the glass dish (for use in step 6) 
and pour the other half directly into the 
propagation tray, where it will settle into 
the perlite. This liquid will provide the 
moisture needed to keep up the humid¬ 
ity levels in the dome and give the roots 
something to look for. 

5. Labeling 

Countless strains can blame their 
extinction on faulty labeling. No mat¬ 
ter how good your memory is or how 
well you think you can identify each of 
your strains, mistakes are made from 
time to time. The best policy is to label 
everything. Write the name of the strain 
directly on the sides of the rockwool 
cubes and label the outside of the tray 
using pieces of duct tape. Just to be extra 
sure that everyone is well accounted for, 
make a diagram of their arrangement in 
your grow journal. 

6. Choosing and Removing 
Branches From the Donor Plant 

Not all branches are created equal. The 
branches I select for clones share four 
characteristics: 

They are healthy and vibrant. 

The veins in the leaves are clean and 
translucent. 

They have a structure consisting of at least six 
nodes. 

The diameter of their stems is equal to or 
greater than the diameter of the holes in the 
rockwool cubes. 
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Once a suitable branch is chosen, 
remove it by making a single cut as close 
to the main stem as possible using a 
sterile scalpel. This is the first or primary 
cut of the two you’ll make to create 
the clone. Place the severed end of the 
branch into the solution-filled glass dish 
immediately after the primary cut is 
made. Exposure to air during this time 
will cause the cells within the cut part of 
the branch to oxidize and die. To prevent 
this, the second and final cut must be 
made while the branch is submerged in 
the cloning solution. 

7. Making the Final Cut 

The final cut should be made through 
the center of the fifth node from the tip 
of the branch. The cut should be made 
at approximately a 45-degree angle to 
increase the surface area of the wound 
from which the roots will grow. Once 
the cut is made, quickly remove the 
cutting from the water, gently shake off 
the excess water, and place the cut end 
into the cloning gel contained in the 
shot glass. Let the cutting sit in the gel 
for about 15 seconds and then transfer it 
into its corresponding rockwool cube. 

Resist the urge to push the cut end 
of the clone down beyond the bottom of 



the hole in the cube. If the diameter of 
the cutting’s stem is equal to or greater 
than the diameter of the hole, it will fit 
securely enough. Pushing it down into 
the rockwool can harm the stem and 
stress out the clone. 

Until the clones have developed roots, 
they will rely heavily on their leaves to 
absorb the water vapor they need to stay 
healthy and hydrated. Some growers 
cut off the tips of the fan leaves in an 
effort to increase the surface area with 
which the leaves can absorb water vapor. 
Using a humidity dome and heating mat 
provides enough moisture that cutting 
the leaves is unnecessary. I only do it 
to reduce the size of overly large leaves 
instead of removing them entirely. 


8. Set It and Forget It 

Close the vents on the dome lid and 
place it back over the tray once all the 
cubes have been filled. Make sure none 
of the leaves are pushed up against 
the dome and that they are not being 
pinched in between the lid and the tray. 
Condensation will begin to appear on the 
inside of the dome as the heating mat 
increases the temperature and humidity 
to optimum levels. Be sure to open the 
vents on the lid after condensation has 
covered the inside of the dome. 

Remember: Don’t mess with the 
clones. They will be fine without you 
manhandling them. Just leave them 
alone until you see roots emerge from 
the bottom of the cubes. Once the roots 
are between a half-inch and 1 inch long, 
the cuttings are ready to transplant. 

9. Transplanting Using the West 
Coast Masters Clear Cup Method 

A while back, I thought to myself: 
“Wouldn’t it be great if I could see 
through the pots to monitor the develop¬ 
ment of my clones’ roots? That would 
allow me to know exactly when it’s time 
to transplant them into bigger pots.” This 
led to the invention of the West Coast 
Masters Clear Cup Method. 
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It is crucially important to transplant 
your cuttings before their root tips dry 
out or they become root-bound. The 
health of the roots during the clone stage 
will determine the strength and vigor 
with which the plant will continue to 
grow. Either you transplant a cutting on 
time and the plant continues to thrive, or 
you miss it and the plant spends the next 
couple of weeks with hindered growth 
while trying to recover. The West Coast 
Masters Clear Cup Method allows you 
to view the roots, which removes the 
guesswork and allows you to transplant 
the clones at the perfect time. 

Start by cutting drainage slits around 
the bottom edges of both the clear and 
red plastic cups. 

Label the red cups with the perma¬ 
nent marker. Include the name of the 
strain and the date of the transplant. 

Fill the clear cups halfway with 
organic soil. 

Sprinkle a small scoop of mycorrhizal 
fungi over the soil in the clear cups to 
help the roots quickly acclimate to their 
new surroundings. 

Place the rooted clone in the center 
of the clear cup and, gently but tightly, 
pack the soil to just above the top of the 
rockwool cube. 



Place the clear cup containing the 
newly transplanted clone directly into 
the corresponding pre-labeled red cup, 
where they will be ready to be watered. 

10. Watering 

Since the soil already contains plenty 
of nutrients, it isn’t necessary to add 
any fertilizers to the first watering. The 
clones are very sensitive at this stage and 
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can easily be shocked by overfeeding. 

This can be a huge setback—one from 
which it could take the clones weeks to 
recover. Remember: You are feeding the 
soil, not the plant. 

It is also very important that you do 
not overwater the clones during their root 
development. Aside from structural stabil¬ 
ity, the main reason that plants form roots 
is because they are looking for water. If 
you overwater the cups, the roots won’t be 
in any hurry to grow larger. Also consider 
the fact that there are only a few roots to 
consume the water at first anyway. You 
are better off watering less, but more 
frequently. This is the advantage of using 
the Clear Cup Method: You can tell if the 
soil is wet or dry, and you can monitor the 
root growth simply by lifting the clear cup 
out of the red cup. 

If everything is done correctly, in 
about a week’s time the roots will hit 
the bottom of the cup and the cuttings 
will be ready for transplant into larger 
containers.

lease give me your strongest 
dose!” Sheets of lightning and 
rain crash down outside the 
ceremony house as Don Jose 
fills the wooden cup to the brim. The eyes of 
the dozen men in the room bulge with fear, 
knowing the only woman taking part in the 
ceremony had just set the bar for the night. 
The cup shook in my trembling hand as 
candlelight danced across the thick brown 
tea. I was about to consume one of the most 
powerful psychedelics on the planet—one 
that I had no prior experience with—but 
there was no turning back. I was wobbling 
down a tightrope between sanity and insan¬ 
ity, and ayahuasca was my only hope .... 
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Psychedelics were an odd choice for 
someone like me. I grew up in Middle 
America—St. Louis, MO, to be precise- 
in a home overflowing with DEA-gen- 
erated anti-drug Kool-Aid. Throughout 
my childhood, my grandmother would 
record the fear-mongering anti-drug seg¬ 
ments from TV news magazines and 
force me to watch them on a monthly 
basis, in order to show me how Swiss- 
cheese-like holes would be eaten into 
my brain if I dared to touch any of these 
dangerous substances. 

The worst “drug” that I ever put in 
my body was a couple of puffs on a joint 
in college. Although I was strongly anti¬ 
drug use, I noticed a disturbing trend 
while on the streets of America covering 
our nation’s Drug War as a CNN inves¬ 
tigative correspondent: “Illegal drugs” 
were being replaced by legal prescription 
medications, with Xanax and Oxy-Contin 
becoming the new crack and heroin. As 
I shadowed the DEA on busts across the 
country, I saw more and more dealers get¬ 
ting thrown in prison for selling prescrip¬ 
tion medications. 

One of my final investigations while 
working for CNN covered an NICU (neo¬ 
natal intensive-care unit) in East Tennes¬ 
see that had been forced to double in size 
to handle the influx of “oxy tots”—chil¬ 
dren born in dire need of morphine shots 
to attenuate the unbearable pain of oxy¬ 
codone withdrawal inherited from their 
mothers’ addictions. Witnessing a nee¬ 
dle of morphine piercing a tiny, flailing, 
bloodshot arm to placate the newborn’s 
gut-wrenching cries of withdrawal pain 
was enough to convince me that the War 
on Drugs is a disgraceful failure, and that 
our nation is severely confused when it 
comes distinguishing between a danger¬ 
ous drug and a beneficial medicine. 

I was drawn to journalism at an early 
age by my desire to provide a voice 
for the “little guy.” For nearly a decade 
working as an independent journal¬ 
ist and a CNN investigative correspon¬ 
dent, I became a spokesperson for the 
oppressed, the victimized and the mar¬ 
ginalized. My chosen path of “immer¬ 
sion journalism” brought me close to the 
plight of my sources, living the story to 
get a true understanding of what was 
happening to them. 

After several years of reporting, how¬ 
ever, I realized an unfortunate conse¬ 
quence of my style: I had immersed 
myself too deeply in the suffering of the 
people I covered. I began to have trou¬ 
ble sleeping, as their faces appeared 
in my darkest dreams. I spent too long 


absorbed in a world of despair, and my 
inability to keep it separate from me 
allowed the trauma of others to settle 
inside my mind and being. Combine that 
with several violent experiences while 
working in the field—including being 
detained at gunpoint by machine-gun- 
wielding Bahraini security forces and 
shot at by police with “less than lethal” 
rounds in Anaheim, CA, while covering a 
protest—and I found myself in the worst 
period of my life. The years I’d spent 
reporting on the edge had led me to the 
brink of my own sanity. 


T he shamans say that aya- 

huasca calls to those she can 
heal. To say that a magnetic 
force buried deep within my 
soul had dragged me from 
the urban jungle of Los Angeles to this 
actual jungle in Peru would be an under¬ 
statement. At the height of my PTSD 
symptoms, sleeping, eating, writing and 
even thinking became nearly impossible, 
as my fight-or-flight impulses and uncon¬ 
trollable mind raced from one incom¬ 
plete thought to the next. I felt as though 
I were plunging down a dark vortex, flail¬ 
ing my arms desperately trying to grab 
onto something and pull myself toward 
the light—but there was nothing to catch 
my fall, and I knew that I wouldn’t go 
near prescription medications after what 
I’d learned from my investigations about 
their sinister side effects. 


In March 2013, a firm voice emerged 
from my heart: “Ayahuasca,” it said. “Aya- 
huasca will help you.” I had heard about 
this sacred tea from a dear friend months 
earlier, who had raved about its heal¬ 
ing benefits. The numerous anecdotes 
I researched online described ayahuas- 
ca’s ability to treat and cure depression, 
PTSD and spiritual starvation. 

This soft, crystal-clear voice of san¬ 
ity emerged from a sea of fragmented 
thoughts, and it soon became the only 
thing I trusted in my racing mind. I 
booked a plane ticket to Iquitos, Peru, 
and headed to the airport 
two days later. 

Ayahuasca is a non- 
addictive tea containing the 
potent psychedelic chem¬ 
ical N,N-dimethyltrypt- 
amine (DMT), which is also 
a human neurotransmitter. 
The ayahuasca vine ( Ban- 
isteriopsis caapi) is com¬ 
bined with leaves from the 
shrub Psychotria viridis (or 
other DMT-containing 
plants) to create the trans¬ 
formative tea. 

The word ayahuasca 
translates as “vine of the 
dead” or, better, “vine of 
souls”—so named for its abil¬ 
ity to allow its user to absorb 
wisdom and healing from 
ancestors and plant spirits. 
This powerful brew induces 
intense introspection and 
hallucinations that last for 
approximately eight hours. 
Vomiting and, occasionally, 
diarrhea—which the natives 
call la purga (the purge)—are a normal 
part of the experience. The healers refer 
to this process as “getting well,” because 
one is clearing the body of negative ener¬ 
gies and emotions, worms, and other 
parasites. 

“Ayahuasca is the quintessential holis¬ 
tic medicine that works to heal the body, 
mind and spirit,” says Don Howard 
Lawler, a master ayahausca healer who 
has worked with the medicine for over 
20 years. 

“Some people come for physical heal¬ 
ing; others come for emotional or psy¬ 
chological healing; others come for 
spiritual healing,” Don Howard told 
me during a July 2014 trip to his Spirit- 
Quest sanctuary near Iquitos, where he 
says he’s seen a recent influx of Western¬ 
ers in search of the medicine. “Probably 
the most widespread need that people

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victims I’d interviewed over the years: 
a 13-year-old girl caught up in the child 
sex-trafficking trade; pelicans covered 
from head to toe in a thick sludge of oil 
from the Gulf spill; friends who’d been 
tortured or murdered while I was cover¬ 
ing the revolutions overseas. 

The souls line up before me as the 
spirit releases a loving breath of air that 
coats each being in a sparkle of light, 
removing their wounds and torture marks 
and transforming them into their former 
stronger selves, which then fly out of the 
miloka and fade away into the darkness. 

I woke up the next morning feel¬ 
ing transformed by a new sense of men¬ 
tal freedom. The leaden chains of pain 
that I’d been carrying around for years 
had been cut loose and replaced with 
a fiercely grateful love in my heart that 
made me feel whole again. I couldn’t 
explain what the hell happened to me 
the night before, but it deeply renewed 
my sense of spirituality and lust for life. 
After seven more equally intense heal¬ 
ing sessions with ayahuasca in the jun¬ 
gles of Peru, the suffocating fog that had 
engulfed my mind finally lifted. 


I decided to learn as much as I 
could about these plant medi¬ 
cines. As a result, I spent the next 
year traveling the world in search 
of more healers, more teachers 
and more spiritual experiences through 
my earlier path of immersion journalism. 

I was drawn to try psilocybin mush¬ 
rooms after reading about a Harbor- 
UCLA Medical Center study which found 
that psilocybin improved the mood and 
reduced anxiety in terminally ill cancer 
patients. The ayahuasca had shown me 
that my main ailment was anxiety, and I 
knew that I still had work to do to cure 
myself. 

Psilocybin mushrooms are not addic¬ 
tive or neurotoxic, and studies show 
that they reduce anxiety and depression 
and even lead to neurogenesis, or the 
regrowth of healthy brain cells. 

After Peru, I visited Oaxaca, Mexico, 
where the Mazatecs have used psilocy¬ 
bin mushrooms medicinally and as a sac¬ 
rament for hundreds of years. Curandera 
Doha Augustine served me a leaf full 
of mushrooms during a beautiful cere¬ 
mony before a Catholic altar. As she sang 
her thousand-year-old songs, I watched 
the sun set over Oaxaca’s mountain land¬ 
scape, and a deep sense of connectivity 
washed over my entire being. 

Perhaps most astounding, the 


mushrooms silenced the self-critical part 
of my mind long enough for me to repro¬ 
cess memories without fear or emotion. 
The mushrooms enabled me to remem¬ 
ber one of the most terrifying moments 
of my life: when I was detained at gun¬ 
point in Bahrain while filming a docu¬ 
mentary for CNN. 

I’d spent many nights searching for 
memories of that day, but they had been 
ruthlessly repressed—trapped in my sub¬ 
conscious. I knew the memories still 
haunted me because any time I would 
experience one of PTSD’s well-known 
triggers, such as loud noises, helicopters, 


soldiers or guns, a rush of panic would 
flood through my body. 

The psilocybin was the key to unlock¬ 
ing the trauma, enabling me to relive 
the detainment moment by moment 
from outside my body as an emotionless, 
objective observer, moving each memory 
from the “fear” folder to the “safe” one in 
my brain’s hard drive. 

Five ceremonies with psilocybin mush¬ 
rooms helped me to finally cure my anx¬ 
iety and PTSD symptoms. The butterflies 
that had made a constant home in my 
stomach have since flown away. 
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P sychedelics are not the 

be-all and end-all. For me, 
they were the key to opening 
the door to healing. I still 
have to work to maintain 
that healing through the use of yoga, 
meditation—sometimes in flotation 
tanks—and yearly trips to the Amazon 
for an ayahuasca ceremony. For psyche¬ 
delics to be effective, it’s essential that 
they are taken with the right mindset, in 
a relaxed and quiet setting conducive to 
healing, and that all potential prescrip¬ 
tion-drug interactions have been care¬ 
fully researched—because it can be fatal 
to mix ayahuasca 
with prescription 
antidepressants. 

I was always 
blessed with an 
inquisitive nature 
and a stubborn deter¬ 
mination to ques¬ 
tion authority. Had I 
drunk the anti-drug 
Kool-Aid and become 
convinced that all 
“drugs” are evil and 
have no healing value, 
I might still be in 
the midst of an end¬ 
less losing battle with 
PTSD. 

The very same 
world that glam¬ 
orizes violence, 
commercialism, envi¬ 
ronmental destruc¬ 
tion and suffering 
has outlawed some 
of the most profound 
keys to achieving 
inner peace. The War 
on Drugs has never 
been based on sci¬ 
ence; if it was, then 
two of the deadliest 
drugs on earth—alco¬ 
hol and tobacco— 
would be illegal. And people suffering 
from trauma have become the victims of 
this failed war and are denied one of the 
most effective ways to heal. 

It’s a human-rights crisis that psyche¬ 
delics are not available for use by the 
general population. It’s insane that gov¬ 
ernments worldwide have outlawed the 
very medicines that can emancipate our 
souls from suffering. 

And it’s time that we stop the mad¬ 
ness. ^

In the promotional materials 
for your new website, it says 
that you’re “suddenly embrac¬ 
ing technology to amplify the 
liberty movement.” I was curi¬ 
ous about the word “suddenly.” 

I wonder who put that word 
in there ... probably somebody 
in PR. It’s not the way I would 
describe it—I’ve been talking 
about technology for a long, 
long time. I don’t hardly ever 
give a speech where I don’t 
talk about the Internet and 
everything else—and technol¬ 
ogy is what’s going to allow us 
to compete with the govern¬ 
ment propaganda. 

You recently came out as a 
supporter of Edward Snowden 
Why is that? 

Well, mainly because I’m 
looking for the facts, and 
our government, I believe, 
distorts the facts. I’ve been 
particularly interested in 
foreign policy—I remember 
the Vietnam War, and I was 
in the service for five years— 
and we generally find out 
by whistleblowers [such as 
Daniel Ellsberg] that, in real¬ 
ity, our government concocted 
that whole thing [i.e., the Gulf 
of Tonkin incident] and over 
50,000 Americans died. And 
that’s rather annoying. 

And then being in Congress 
in the lead-up to the Iraq 
War, the lies that were told ... 
everybody knows they were 
lies, and yet a lot of human 
suffering came from that. 

So anybody who’s willing to 
come forth and risk their own 
life and reputation to try to 
give us the story, as Edward 
Snowden did, I think they’re 
very loyal people and should 
be recognized as such. I mean, 
we kind of pretend that we 
like whistleblowers, and the 
Congress offers them rewards 
and protection if they’ll come 
forward, yet for the most part 
whistleblowers end up in big 
trouble. The CIA agent [John 
Kiriakou] that released the 
information to show how 
bad the torture was that was 
going on at Guantanamo—he 
ended up in prison. So I’m all

in support of people who will 
try to reveal the truth to the 
people. 

Were you the only Republican 
who voted against the Iraq War? 

No, there were six of us, 
and it turned out it was 
three conservatives and three 
who would be considered 
moderates. We had different 
reasons, but the rest of them 
went along with it. Neoconser¬ 
vatives are pretty domineering 
in Congress—they had pretty 
strong control, and they still 
do. And that’s why you’re hear¬ 
ing all the war talk now and 
the threats directed toward 
Russia. It seems like they’re so 
insecure, they have to have a 
war going on all the time. 

Would you say that the current 
situation in Iraq was predict- 
able-that there eventually 
would be a civil war once we 
took out the power structure 
that existed there? 

Oh, yeah, I think that was 
predictable. It was difficult 
to take that position [at 
the time], because it meant 
“You support Saddam Hus¬ 
sein.” Right now, I talk about 
minding our own business 
and stop jumping to conclu¬ 
sions and trying to stir up a 


fight with Russia, and they 
say, “Oh, Ron Paul is Putin’s 
best friend.” I mean, when 
I was in the presidential 
debates and trying to explain 
the facts, they said, “Oh, you 
take your orders from Osama 
bin Laden.” So, yes, I think it 
was very predictable. 

I had speeches where I 
said, “Watch out for terror¬ 
ism” [as a result of US foreign 
interventions], because the 
phenomenon of blowback 
was well known and had 
been written about: The CIA 
explained it, and it’s been 
going on for a long time. Actu¬ 
ally, some of the blowback we 
have now with Iran started as 
a consequence of us over¬ 
throwing their government 
in 1953. So there are conse¬ 
quences—long-term military 
consequences—that are very 
real. You don’t know exactly 
when and where and at what 
time it will happen, but there’s 
a lot of resentment built up 
because of us throwing our 
weight around. And as long 
as we’re the most powerful 
nation and the richest nation, 
we think we can get away 
with it. But I think that’s start¬ 
ing to shift—and that’s why 
we’re going to be living in a 
more dangerous situation. 
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Let me ask you about 
foreign policy a little closer to 
home: Do you see a solution to 
the drug violence in Mexico? 
And are we the ones who are 
ultimately responsible for it?- 

Well, we certainly cause a 
lot of it. You know, the drug 
laws, I would just do away 
with them, because it’s the 
prohibition of drug use that 
creates the drug gangs and the 
whole [black-market] method 
of buying and selling drugs. 

So the drug gangs on the 
border are a consequence of 
our laws. The border problems 
are a little more complex than 
that, but that is a major factor 
in the problem: our drug laws. 

But I think things are 
changing very, very gradu¬ 
ally. I’ve taken a very strong 
position against these laws. 
Nobody thought I could get 
elected in the Bible belt as a 
Republican conservative, and 
yet people listened to me and 
didn’t see it as a threat. And 
now look—especially because 
of the [changing views on 
marijuana], those people are 
saying that the drug laws 
don’t make any sense! So we’re 
really practicing a form of nul¬ 
lification, with the states just 
going about their business and 
changing the law and the fed¬ 
eral government being forced 
to give up on it. And I think 
that’s very, very good. 

It doesn’t mean that all 
drugs are going to be legal 
soon. They tried prohibition 
against alcohol and it was 
a disaster, and they then 
followed up with marijuana, 
so this stuff is going to be 
repealed. But that’s not going 
to end the Drug War on our 
borders—it may slow it up 
a little bit, because [mari¬ 
juana’s] a major import. But 
I think we’re moving in the 
right direction. 

Also, I don’t deal with it as 
a drug issue; I deal with it as 
a freedom-of-choice and self¬ 
responsibility issue. Every¬ 
body gets to make their own 
choices, and they should suffer 
the consequences of what they 
do in regards to their personal 
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112 The High Times Interview 

habits as well as their 
economic activities. That’s 
why I’ve been so inter¬ 
ested in this issue, and 
have worked a long time 
with people like [former 
Senator] Barney Frank and 
others to try and get these 
laws changed. 

Do you believe, as Presi¬ 
dent Obama said recently, 
that marijuana laws are a 
states’ rights issue, or do 
you believe the federal gov¬ 
ernment should legalize 
pot across the board? 

Well, they should just 
butt out—they shouldn’t 
have been able to make it 
illegal [in the first place]. 
The government should 
be out of that business; 
they shouldn’t have 
anything to say about 
it. So it’s not so much that 
states are legalizing— 
marijuana should have 
been naturally legal. It’s 
sort of like everybody has 
a right to drink raw milk, 
and then the government 
comes in and says, “Oh, 
no—only under our condi¬ 
tions.” Under the Consti¬ 
tution, if a state made 
alcohol or marijuana 
illegal, it was not meant 
to be a federal issue. But 
that isn’t the way it came 
about, you know: The fed¬ 
eral government started 
writing the laws and 
enforcing the laws and 
causing all the trouble. 

As the legalization of 
marijuana gains further 
acceptance-I think we’re 
nationally above 50 
percent now in support of 
legalization for recreational 
use-do you see more con¬ 
servatives embracing this 
issue? Or are the so-called 
social conservatives still 
too powerful a voice for 
mainstream conservatives 
to embrace legalization? 

Well, there’s always 
going to be some in the 
resistance, but it certainly 
has changed. Even when 


we had votes over the 
years to soften the laws 
on marijuana, many of 
[the social conservatives] 
agreed with me, but they 
were like, “Huh- uh, I can’t 
do that in my district— 

I’d be out in no time!” 
Because it would be held 
against them. 

But you’re talking 
politics, and now the 
majority of people are 
more open to the idea, so 
these politicians are going 
to feel more secure about 
[supporting marijuana-

law reform]—even those 
who believe there should 
be laws [against pot]. If 
they thought they had to 
vote a certain way, they 
would yield to the pres¬ 
sure in their district, they 
would shift—and that’s 
why it’s so important to 
put this pressure on the 
politicians. 

In your view as a longtime 
member of Congress, what 
role do corporate inter- 
ests-industries like, say, 
the prison industry or the 
pharmaceutical industry- 
have in crafting American 
drugpolicy?- 

Oh, I think the drug 
companies are especially 
powerful, you know, and 
there are interests ... take 
the marijuana thing: I’m 
sure the alcohol industry 
has an interest in keep¬ 
ing it illegal. The private 
prison industry? Yeah, 
they like lots of prisons, 
so they’re very influen¬ 
tial. They never bothered 
with me, because they 
knew I wouldn’t pay any 


attention to them. But 
money’s a big deal, and 
the drug industry espe¬ 
cially—they were behind 
the prescription-drug 
programs that the Repub¬ 
licans loved. So there 
is always this financial 
interest that’s very much 
involved, and it’s very 
influential in Washington, 
there’s no doubt about it. 

But how does it work? Are 
lobbyists donating money 
to congressmen... ? 

Yeah, that is it, and 
they just do a lot of 
behind-the-scenes stuff 
with [congressional] staff 
as well as with the mem¬ 
bers and their districts. If 
[these interests] can get 
various districts to sup¬ 
port something, then they 
can orchestrate that. So if 
there’s a voting bloc, then 
there’s the threat: “Well, 
you better not cross us, 
because we’re going to get 
somebody to run against 
you next time.” So the 
member usually caves in. 

Now that the laws regarding 
marijuana are changing, 
what do you think should 
happen to all the people 
who have been imprisoned 
under the old laws? 

Well, I took a very 
strong position on that in 
the presidential race: I’d 
let ’em all go. I’d pardon 
everybody who was in 
prison for a nonviolent 
drug crime. Those who 
went overboard and com¬ 
mitted crimes of violence, 
they need to stay in prison. 
But especially if it was 
personal use and that per¬ 
son was put in prison—or 
there was the tragedy of 
them going to prison for 
life because it was their 
third strike, even though 
they had never committed 
a violent crime—that is 
atrocious activity by our 
government. So I’d pardon 
them ... and save some 
money, too. ^

Understanding grow mediums and CEC. 

By Nico Escondido 
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What Is CEC? 

One of the biggest questions new grow¬ 
ers have is simply what type of medium 
would be best for their plants. Of course, 
that answer depends a lot on the size of 
the garden space and the type of grow 
system being used. However, there are 
other considerations that are just as 
important. These center upon nutrient 
programs and how they relate to your 
medium’s EC (electrical conductivity) or 
CEC (cation-exchange capacity), which, 
for our purposes here, are interchange¬ 
able terms. 

The CEC of a grow medium pertains 
to its ability to hold minerals and nutri¬ 
ents “on call” for roots to absorb when 
needed. The CEC affects nutrient uptake 
by the roots in many ways, including the 
pH of your medium. Different mediums 


provide varying layers of protection 
against the pitfalls associated with feed¬ 
ing your plants, such as nutrient burn 
due to low CEC levels. 

Understanding mediums and their 
CEC can go a long way toward produc¬ 
ing healthy plants. Generally, synthetic 
mediums have zero electrical charge 
and can be considered neutral. How¬ 
ever, these mediums, such as rockwool 
or HEC (hardened expanded clay), incur 
a loss of buffering for the roots. This 
means that the roots are able to strongly 
absorb nutrients from the medium, 
which may sound like a good thing, 
but this can create big problems very 
quickly. The easy passage of nutrients to 
the roots can cause damage to the plant 
if the nutrient solution is not precisely 
mixed or if the pH levels are off slightly. 


This is why synthetic grow mediums 
are generally only recommended for 
growers with years of experience in 
indoor growing, and who have intimate 
knowledge of the genetics they’re work¬ 
ing with. 

Today, most growers—even those with 
plenty of experience—tend to go with 
soilless mixes for their medium. These 
mixes look and feel just like outdoor 
topsoil but are peat- or sphagnum-based. 
They have a much higher CEC and there¬ 
fore do not release their mineral com¬ 
pounds as easily. This, in turn, provides 
more buffering within the root zone 
and makes for a much more forgiving 
medium. Small mistakes in mixing nutri¬ 
ent solutions or correcting pH levels will 
be less serious than if a medium with a 
low or nonexistent CEC is used. 
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CEC and Grow Mediums 

As a guide for indoor growers, dirt 
soils have the highest CEC levels, rang¬ 
ing from 100 to 200 units. Of course, 
dirt soils are rarely used indoors these 
days and have been replaced by the 
soilless mixes mentioned. These mixes 
have CEC levels ranging from 50 to 
75 units. They include mixes with 
peat moss, vermiculite, coco coir and 
sphagnum. Mediums associated with 
advanced hydroponic systems, such as 
flood-and-drain or DWC (deep water 
culture), tend to have CEC levels of 
zero and include mediums like perlite 
and rockwool. 

The organic mixes from such name 
brands as Sunshine, Pro-Mix or Fox 
Farms are excellent mediums for 
indoor growers at any level of experi¬ 
ence. These mediums offer excellent 
buffering and prevent problems with 
nutrient burn and overfeeding. They 
are also easier to keep pH-balanced, 
which will help ensure that your plants 
don’t starve and can take in the avail¬ 
able nutrients as needed,

A truly remarkable- 
tasting flower, Hash Plant 
takes her name from 
the Hindu Kush region of 
northern Afghanistan, where 
her early landrace ancestors 
were used to produce some of 
the world’s finest hashish.

Here in the 
US, Hash Plant first appeared 
in Northern California, pos¬ 
sibly making her way down 
from BC. The latest versions 
of Hash Plant may have a 
backcross of sorts in her 
genetic mix, as she’s known 
to mingle with Northern 
Lights #5, another 
Afghan indica of great 
taste and potency. She 
has a short flowering 
time indoors (45 days), 
and does well both inside 
and out.

subject Frigid Air 
from Vince G. 

Can pot plants grow in 
the cold? 


Dear Vince, 

I need a bit more information to 
answer this question—primarily, 
how cold you’re talking about. 
Pot plants can handle a variety 
of conditions, but their prefer¬ 
ence temperature-wise is from 
60°F to 75°F. Anything under 
(or over) that range will cause 
issues, and prolonged exposure 
to such fluctuations can cause 
your plants to slow their growth 
significantly or even die. 

Outdoors, plants should be 
harvested before any frost con¬ 
ditions set in. A few ways to 
avoid having to harvest too 
early are to grow indica-domi- 
nant plants, use light-depriva¬ 
tion techniques that will allow 
you to harvest sooner, or add 
a greenhouse to extend your 
growing season. 
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Danko Tip: Because heat rises, place your exhaust fans near the 
top of your growroom to expel the hot, spent air. 
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The shell should eventually fall off your seedling. 


subject Seed Shells 
from: Devin C. 

So I germinated some seeds using the 
paper-towel-in-a-Ziploc-bag method, but 
when I pulled them out, one of the seeds 
still had the shell attached. As I gently shook 
it into its hole, I noticed that one other had 
grown almost an inch and a half of roots, 
but the shell had already split and fallen off. 
Is this a bad thing, or will it still survive? 

Dear Devin, 

Your shell-free seedling should survive as 
long as you treat it gently. Very carefully 
place it with the taproot pointing down 
into your growing medium and loosely 
pack the medium around the root, being 
sure to leave the newly forming cotyle¬ 
don leaves aboveground. These first two 
leaves to show up are more rounded 
than the ones that come later during 


vegetative growth. Gently water your 
plant with pH-balanced plain water (you 
can add a bit of mild nutrient, but it’s 
usually not necessary). Within a day or 
two, you should see new growth. 

The opposite side of this question are 
seedlings that have trouble losing their 
shells. Sometimes plants begin to grow, 
but you’ll see the shell still attached. 
Most seedlings eventually shed the shells 
on their own, but if you’re worried about 
it or see that it’s getting in the way of 
your plant’s growth, carefully remove 
the shell with tweezers, being sure not to 
damage or cut the stem or root. 


subject Genetic Drift 
from Thomas B. 

I’ve grown a few plants from seed, but 
after doing some research I now want to 


grow from clones. I’ve heard that if I take a 
clone from a clone, etc., my strains will get 
weaker with each successive generation. 

I actually thought the opposite was true. 
Any help would be appreciated. 

Dear Thomas, 

The degradation of potency, scent and 
flavor that you’re referring to is known 
as “genetic drift.” I used to believe in 
genetic drift years ago, but not anymore. 
I’ve seen well-maintained clones produce 
strong cuttings over many generations. 

I now believe that what people refer to 
as genetic drift is actually caused not by 
taking clones of clones, etc., but by tak¬ 
ing clones from diseased or generally 
unhealthy clones or mother plants. 

If you’re still worried about problems 
caused by taking clones from clones, 
start a female mother plant and take the 
clones from her. You can keep a mother 
plant alive in the vegetative stage for 
many years and never see the potency 
degrade, unless the mother plant suffers 
from stress caused by pests, over- or 
underfeeding, or light fluctuations. 


subject Spray It 
from C. Money 

I was wondering your opinion on spraying 
plants. Should I adjust the pH of the water 
in the spray bottle, or is plain water fine? 
Please advise. Thanks so much to you 
and Mike for your podcast, and for going 
around the world spreading the wonderful 
knowledge of cannabis. 

Dear C., 

Thanks for the praise for our Free Weed 
podcast! We love to provide pot-grow¬ 
ing information, and it’s been a fun three 
years putting out the show. As for spray¬ 
ing plants, unless the pH of your water 
is really out of whack (under 5.5 or over 
7.5), you should be fine without hav¬ 
ing to adjust it. You can even add a mild 
nutrient solution, as some of it will be 
absorbed into the leaves when you foliar- 
feed. Make certain that you spray the 
undersides of the leaves as well. If you’re 
using a mild nutrient solution or neem 
oil as a pest spray, rinse it off shortly 
afterwards with plain water. And be sure 
not to foliar-feed after the second week 
or so of flowering in order to avoid caus¬ 
ing mold to grow on or in your buds. 
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Danko Tip: The optimal C0 2 level during the flowering 
stage is between 1,400 and 1,800 ppm (parts per million). 





subject: Tea Party

Hi, Danny! I have a question that I was hoping you could help me 
out with. I’m a big fan of true living organics (TLO), and I really like to 
let my dry nutrients bubble around in the reservoir. But people have 
been telling me to put them in some nylon pantyhose and drop it 
in like a tea bag. Wouldn’t that be bad, because you’re trapping the 
nutes? 


Dear CJ, 

The reason people advise you to use a “tea bag” when brewing 
your compost tea is to avoid clogging any drip emitters, pumps 
or sprayers that you might be using. (If you hand-water your 
plants, it’s not nearly as important to biter out the solids.) But 
the other thing to keep in mind is that most of the dry nutri¬ 
ents are released into your compost tea when you soak and 
bubble them, so the solids that remain don’t contain nearly 
as much plant food as you might think: Most of the beneficial 
nutes have already been released into the solution. Much like 
brewing tea in a teapot, the essence of the dry products you’ve 
wet and oxygenated have dissolved into the water through 
osmosis and agitation. 


subject Stretched Out 
from J. Blake 

How do I prevent my seedlings (one to two weeks old) from stretch¬ 
ing? My babies sprout and really stretch, to the point that I have 
to support them or else they’re easily broken. I have them setting 
about 3 to 4 inches under a T8 bulb. 

Dear J., 

The single biggest factor that causes plants to stretch is lack of 
enough light. You should consider placing your fluorescent light 
closer to your plants (within 2 inches from the tops) or add¬ 
ing supplemental lighting. You could also invest in a stronger 
high-intensity discharge (HID) grow light, such as metal halide 
(MH) or high-pressure sodium (HPS). These more intense lights

Danko Tip : Mix all of your nutrients into your feeding 
solution before testing and adjusting the pH. 
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should be kept further from the plants, but they’ll provide 
many more lumens than your T8 bulb. 

If supplementing or upgrading your lights isn’t possible, 
then lower your T8 a couple of inches (you can raise it as your 
plants grow to avoid burning the tops), or else use training 
techniques such as pinching and topping to keep the plants 
shorter and less spindly. 



Never allow light to reach plants in their dark cycle. 


subject Light Leaks 

from Eric From Mass Cannabis Consulting 

I’m an indoor grower, but I’ve always dabbled outside my whole 
life. I know that with indoor grows, light leaks will make your plants 
hermie. My question is for outdoor plants: Will they hermie from the 
light that escapes the windows and doors of my house? This is one 
of the nicest plants I’ve ever grown outside. I’m about three to four 
weeks into flower and we seem to be kosher, even though I’m sure it 
hasn’t had a full 12 hours of uninterrupted darkness. 

The door that leads outside is glass. We cover it, but there are 
still light leaks when we turn the light on inside at night. What are 
the possibilities that my plant could hermie? (It hasn’t yet.) And do 
outdoor plants have a better tolerance for light leaks? Just wanted 
to pick the master’s brain. Love the podcasts. Wish you and Mike 
the best! 

Dear Eric, 

Thanks for your kind words! It’s possible that your plant could 
react to light leaks by showing hermaphroditic qualities, but 
most likely it won’t suffer this fate. The truth is that plants 
grown outdoors can handle and adjust to things like moon¬ 
light and dim ambient light from streetlights and such. Indoor 
plants find it tougher to adjust, because they’re in complete 
darkness during their “night stage,” which means that light 
leaks and other interruptions in the photoperiod affect them 
more strongly. 

Think of your indoor plants as more sensitive due to the fact 
that they’re coddled and kept in artificial conditions to which 
they’ve become accustomed. So the short answer is: Yes, out¬ 
door plants have a better tolerance for light leaks. ^

All those stories about 
decarboxylation are true: In 
one study, researchers put 
the plants in an oven for 
half an hour at 290°F, and it 
cranked up the THC. (Though 
there’s no such thing as a free 
lunch: The terpenes boiled 
off, too.) However, if you want 
THC-A—which has its own 
anti-inflammatory effects— 
then there’s no need to decar- 
boxylate. But if you want the 
most THC for your tincture, 
don’t skip the oven. 


What can I do to make my can¬ 
nabis tea stay potent?

Hi Earl, 

Even refrigerated tea loses 
its potency after a day or so, 
unless you add a powdered 
coffee creamer. Researchers 
used a standard three-gram 
package of creamer per cup 
of warm tea, and the THC 
levels stayed about the same 
for five days. But I’m reluctant 
to recommend white powders 
for health reasons; I think it’s 
better to make less tea and 
drink it as you go. 


I know you dig Cab Calloway’s 
"Funny Reefer Man.” Are there 
any other classic cannabis carols 
you would recommend?

Hi Duke, 

Louis Armstrong’s “Muggles” 
(a popular slang term for can¬ 
nabis in Satchmo’s day) was

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Don’t Fumble Your Dab! 

When it comes to dabbing, there’s only one big 
rule to keep in mind: Technique always wins. 



’m not the biggest football 
fan in the world. However, I 
do enjoy sitting on the couch, 
maybe eating some junk food, 
and dabbing liberally until the 
workweek is far out of my mind 
... and watching sports is the per¬ 
fect excuse to do that. So, for all 
of you “dab people” out there who 
enjoy a little football with your 
BHO, here are some suggestions 
for staying free from injuries and 
avoiding fouls during dab season. 

Mitigating the Fumble 

We’ve all been there: You’ve got 
your dab ready to go at the line 
of scrimmage, the torch is hot, 
your mouth is salivating, but 
something happens at the snap 
and you fumble your dab. Over¬ 
reacting in a situation like this 
can cause injuries. If you see the 
loose ball, recover it quickly and 
continue with the play—but if it’s 
out of sight, stay calm, let your 
torch cool and collect a new dab. 
Many dabbers in this situation 
overreact and burn themselves. 
The forehead burn is real and 
hard to explain, especially to 
non-dabbers. 

Staying In Bounds 

With all of the new nails on the 
market, it’s sometimes hard 


to tell exactly how one works. 

So if you’re not familiar with a 
nail, ask. There’s nothing more 
heartbreaking than having a dab 
of the finest BHO on your tool 
but forgetting to put the dome on 
before play begins and watching 
the vapor soar out of bounds. 

False Starts 

Another foul that can lead to 
minor irritation is the false start. 
Don’t rush the heating with a 
torch: If a nail isn’t at the right 
temperature, the dab won’t 
vaporize correctly, leaving you 
with an annoying scratchy feeling 
in the back of your throat. On the 
flip side, hitting a red-hot nail can 
burn your throat and the hairs in 
your lungs, called cilia, that help 
filter out impurities in the air we 
breathe. So keep an eye on the 
play clock and time your dabs 
correctly. 

With these pro tips in mind, 
enjoy the coming weeks of grid¬ 
iron action and keep yourself safe 
for dab season—one, thankfully, 
that will never end.

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Coast Riders Pt I: 
Miller Time 

A Pacific pilgrimage to the 
shrine of my favorite author. 


W hen our Miss High 

Times 2007 Sarah asked 
my wife April and me 
to emcee her wedding in LA last 
August, we decided to spend the 
following two weeks driving up the 
Pacific Coast to Portland. Among the 
many scenic vistas and tourist traps 
along our way, the attraction I was 
most excited about, ironically, was 
“the place where 
nothing hap¬ 
pens”—the Henry 
Miller Memorial 
Library in Big Sur. 

Originally from 
Brooklyn (like 
me), Henry Miller 
spent the 1930s in 
France and Greece before driving 
across America and finally settling 
in Big Sur, where he lived for two 
decades and penned Big Sur and 
the Oranges of Hieronymus Bosch 
in 1957. The library—originally the 
home of his friend Emil White—was 
dedicated to Miller after his death 
in 1980 and has since served as both 
a memorial and a nonprofit arts 
center, hosting numerous festivals 
and concerts on its grounds. 

In fact, there was just such an 
event happening when we arrived 
there that evening. The kindly 
young wook working the door 
informed us that the funky grooves 
we heard pouring from within were 
coming from the band Foxygen, that 
the concert was part of the Woodsist 
Festival, and that—much to my 
dismay—it was sold out. 

“Sold out?!” I exclaimed as I 
peered into the yard. “ Seriously ? 
There’s hardly anybody in there!” 

“I’m sorry,” Chewy Jr. replied, 
“but there are no more tickets 
available.” 

“Listen ... we may never be back 
here again, and Henry Miller is my 
favorite writer ... if I can’t see his 
memorial, I’m gonna be heartbro¬ 
ken. Can we just go into the book¬ 
store maybe?” 

He obviously sympathized with 
my situation, but wasn’t budging. 


I had but one card left to play—my 
High Times business card. 

“Look, I’m gonna level with you: 
I’m an editor at High Times maga¬ 
zine, and I was planning to write 
about my visit here. If you don’t let 
me in, I’ll have no story for our next 
issue. If you can find it in your heart 
to hook us up with a wristband, I 
promise to return the favor at one of 
our Cannabis Cups. 
What do you say?” 

After a moment 
of conflicted 
contemplation, he 
turned to me with a 
smirk. “Okay—give 
me your wrist.” 

After a profu¬ 
sion of gratitude, I made a beeline 
straight for the bookshop. Inside 
was a mini Miller museum, filled 
with a plethora of his personal 
artifacts: paintings, typewriters, 
even a framed rejection letter from 
Random House for his book Black 
Spring— further testament that 
genius all too often goes unrecog¬ 
nized in its time. After soaking it all 
in and picking up a few souvenirs, 
we headed back out to catch a few 
songs from hipster-groove band 
Real Estate. We watched them (and 
the ’60s-style psychedelic light 
show playing behind them) just 
long enough to finish a joint, then 
headed out. 

Early the next morning, as we 
once again went winding north¬ 
ward along the cliffs of Highway 1 
through a creeping curtain of fog, I 
took a deep toke, whipped out my 
copy of Big Sur and began reading 
aloud to April from its inspired 
introduction: 

“From the ocean depths there 
issued strange formations, con¬ 
tours unique and seductive. As if 
the Titans of the deep had labored 
for aeons to shape and mold the 
earth ....At dawn, its majesty is 
almost painful to behold. That same 
prehistoric look. The look of always. 
Nature smiling at herself in the mir¬ 
ror of eternity .” 
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S ince the 1970s, the refrain has 

been sounded time and time again 
by the anti-cannabis movement, 
whose only response to any proposed 
marijuana-law reform has been: But 
what about the children? 

Well, what about them? Over the last 
few years, the parents of seriously ill 
children have increasingly sought can¬ 
nabis products as medicine, regardless 
of their illegality. And who can blame 
them? When a sick child doesn’t respond 
positively to conventional treatments, 
that child’s parents will desperately seek 
alternatives. But as long as cannabis 
remains illegal under federal law—and 
with virtually all medical marijuana 
research being rejected by the Feds—the 
question “What about the children?” has 
taken on a whole new meaning. 

This past spring, over a dozen other¬ 
wise conservative state legislatures have 
passed so-called “CBD-only” bills, which 
were driven by a dual narrative: that 
this emergency legislation was needed to 
save children’s lives, and that CBD-only 
products aren’t psychotropic and don’t 
get their users high. 

But while these conservative lawmak¬ 
ers—normally so averse to entering into 
so much as a discussion about cannabis- 
law reform, let alone enabling children to 
use pot medicinally—were quick to enact 
this legislation, they were selling their 


constituents a bill of goods, since no 
CBD-only products are available in their 
states. Indeed, CBD, like THC, remains 
a Schedule I drug under the Controlled 
Substances Act—totally prohibited on the 
federal level from any lawful use. 

As we have seen, prohibition has 
never prevented youthful experimenta¬ 
tion with marijuana, although it has 
greatly deterred research into its medical 
benefits. That’s why making children 


the crux of the legalization debate is 
a serious mistake. As has been amply 
demonstrated over the last 80-plus years, 
cannabis prohibition is a destructive and 
ineffective social policy—one that should 
be immediately ended in the United 
States. It is time for us to implement 
free-market alternatives that will better 
serve adults and children, as well as 
medical marijuana patients and society 
at large. ^ 
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What About the Adults? 

Let’s not make children the crux of the legalization debate.

Justice for All 

Delaware's Tom Donovan offers 
free legal representation for 
misdemeanor pot busts. 

Attorney Tom Donovan is putting 
his money where his mouth is when 
it comes to helping end cannabis 
prohibition in his home state of 
Delaware-and, hopefully, the rest 
of the country. Donovan, 41, pledges 
to represent any individual charged 
with the misdemeanor possession of 
marijuana in Delaware for free until 


the costly and racially biased 
policy of cannabis prohibi¬ 
tion ends. 

Donovan has been 
opening approximately 
one new pro bono file a day. “I 
work with great people who are just 
as dedicated as I am,” he says. “We’re 
a team, and I couldn’t do this work 
without them. I can see this move¬ 
ment is growing, and we plan to grow 
right along with it.” 

A member of the Delaware bar 


since 2000, Donovan focuses 
on the needs of indigent 
and low-income clients 
charged with all manner of 
criminal offenses, including 
cannabis possession. “It’s a 
natural step for me,” he says. “When 
I see an injustice levied against any 
group of individuals, I’m going to 
speak up. My clients definitely look 
to me to bring justice to the table. I’m 
their voice-sometimes I’m their only 
voice. It’s high time I helped out to 


end a failed and destructive policy.” 

In addition to his legal practice, 
Donovan is a member of Delaware 
NORML, the National Association of 
Criminal Defense Lawyers and the 
Cannabis Bureau of Delaware, and he 
also serves on NORML’s legal com¬ 
mittee. Next on his agenda: launching 
a nonprofit foundation to educate 
and unite other attorneys across the 
country interested in ending canna¬ 
bis prohibition and defending simple 
possession cases pro bono.
